CAIRO, March 9 (AP) 


RESIDENT NASSER told 
P Patestinian students from 
Gaza today that Arab na- 
tionalism had liberated the 
Gaza strip and “will help us 
wig back all of Palestine.” 


Nasser spoke to 1000 stu- 
dents who assembled at the 
presidential palace to hail 
him as the liberator of Gaza 
and to demand that Egyp- 
tians return to the strip as 
administrators. 


In his first speech since 
Israeli forces withdraw from 
Gaza this week, Nasser said: 

“We are now stronger than 
before and we shall work to 
restore the rights of the Gaza 
owners.”

NAUTILUS TO GET 
MORE EFFICIENT 


NEW FUEL CORE 


| 


WASHINGTON, March 9 
(AP)—The Navy says its atom- 
ic-powered submarine Nautilus 
is getting a new nuclear core 
embodying technical advances 
“which will greatly expand me 
fuel performance.” 


The first United States atom- 
ie vessel logged a spectacular | 
60,000 miles in two years on | 
its first fuel charge. The Nau- | 
| tilus first sailed Jan. 17, 1955 | 
and recently returned for re- | 
| fueling. 


The work is being done by | 
the Electric Boat division of 
General Dynamics Corp., at. 
Groton, Conn. The company 
said the fuel used in the sub- | 
marine would represent a lump | 
of uranium smaller than a light 
bulb. 


The Navy has not disclosed 
how much uranium was used, 
but it said a conventional sub- 
marine traveling 60,000 miles 
would have required 22,500,000 
pounds of oil—or the equiva- 

In one test, the Navy said, | 
the Nautilus traveled ~ mye 
water from Key West, Fla., 
Long Island, N. Y., in two dave, 
averaging 20 knots for tht 1217- | 
mile trip. This was 10 times | 
farther than any submarine had 
ever traveled under water with- 
out surfacing, the Navy added.

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The Middle East Today; Future Prospects 


Soviet Penetration a Fact 
In Egypt ‘and Syria, but [ran 
And Irag Stand by the West 


Saudi Arabia Is a Question Mark, While Jordan and 
Lebanon Are ‘Hopeful’— Russia Skillfully Shifting 
Its Line and Has Renewed Prospects for Realization 
of a Long-Standing Dream, a Warm-Water: Port.

OMMUNIST penetration of the Middle East, often blamed for the crisis 
that has gripped that area for the last year and brought us close to 
World War III, actually is a complex mixture of cause and effect. 


Communist influence did not cause 
over the Suez canal, the Arab-Israeli 


Palestine or the struggle between Egypt and Iraq for leadership in the 


Arab world. 


But the often-shifting Communist line 
has been adapted skillfully to the long- 
standing controversies of the area, with 
the result that Russia now has fresh pros- 
pects of achieving its historical dream of 
getting a warm-water outlet to the South 
and threatens strategically important oil 
reserves around the Persian Gulf. 

A tour of the Middle East gives a basis 
for some conclusions about the techniques 
of this growing Communist influence, the 
forces combatting and offsetting it and 
some of the prospects for the future. 

In the first place, it must be said that 
not one competent observer could be 
found who consid- 
ered “overt armed fF 
aggression from 
any nation con- 
tralled by interna- 
tional Commu- 
nism” to be among 
the likely future 
developments. 
That is the phrase 
used by dent 
Eisenhower as the 
main object of his 
long-debated Mid- 
die East doctrine. 

The true pattern 
of Soviet penetra- 
tion, on the con- 
trary, is in rough 
outline the same 
as the United 
States system of 
winning friends 
abroad—arms and 
economic aid, plus 
the bolstering of 
friendly regimes. 

A further parallel 
between the Soviet 
and American sys- 
tems for winning 
friends and influ- 
encing nations has 
escaped notice by some. This is a fine dis- 
regard for ideologies. Mr. Eisenhower has 
been following a common Western practice 


ee 


nism, throwing the phrase “godless Com- 
munism” into virtually every speech on 
the subject. Sophisticated Arabs sometimes 
take a cue from this, in discussing the 
“neutralism” which in Syria, Egypt and 
Jordan is considerably more neutral to- 
ward the West than toward the Soviet bloc. 
“We are Moslems above all,” they protest. 
“How éould we ever align ourselves with 
an atheistic philosophy?” 


Not Exporting Philosophies. 

The point is that the Russians are not 
exporting a philosophy. They are export- 
ing arms, commodities, capital investment, 
technicians and co-operation in the Usiited 
Nations, but not Marxism. In fact, their 
propaganda sometimes is aimed especially 
at devout Moslems, The new weekly Com- 
munist party-line newspaper Al Jamahir 
(The Masses), which appeared briefly last 
month, showed pictures of “Chinese Mos- 
lems,” happily worshipping Allah under 
the jurisdiction of the People’s Republic 
of China. The Russians are going more 
than halfway in striking up friendships in 
the Arab world. 


American strategists, likewise, are care- 
ful not to export philosophy. Both Iran 
and Iraq, two of the West’s strongest bas- 
tions against Communism, have had mar- 
tial law for years, prohibit political parties, 
rig elections, suppress newspapers that 
oppose the current regimes, break up po- 
litical meetings and keep opposition lead- 
ers locked up in jail or under house arrest. 
In short, both nations can bé described 
accurately as police states. This situation 
leads some critics to complain that the 
United States is using foreign aid to bol- 
ster undemocratic regimes. 


In Tehran, a newspaper editor told the 
Post-Dispatch: “‘President Eisenhower tells 
us to side with the United States because 
Russia is a police state and allows no free- 

.dom. But the United States is supporting 
the Shah's government here in Iraq, and 
it is a police state and allows no freedom. 
What is the difference?” 

American diplomats reply that what we 
want in the Middle Bast is stability, not 
democracy. Nations there have no tradi- 
tion of democracy, it is argued, and any 
sudden move in the direction of political 
freedom would lead to mob rule. “The 
street,” as a Middle East. mob is. called, 
would run wild and open the way for Com- 
munists and Communist sympathizers to 
get into positions of power. 

There is also the standard argument, 
sometimes overlooked when it suits Ameri- 
can policy to overlook it, that the United 
States must not interfere in other nations’ 
domestic

Debits: Arms and Cotton 
Deals, Aswan Dam and 
British - French - Israeli 
Invasion of Egypt.

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UST past his sixty-ninth birthday, 
ps his fifth year in the self-defeat- 

ing office of Secretary of State, 
John Foster Dulles has been for many 
months trying to clamp the lid on a 
volcano. 


That volcano {is the Middle East, where 
the dark and brooding passions—religious, 
economic, political—of the Arab-Israeli 
dispute have produced several limited 
wars and threaten constantly to generate 
a large war. It is the area where for 
reasons complex far beyond the complex- 
ity of Dulles’s personality, American pol- 
icy has suffered the greatest reverses of 
the past four years. 


What may now be in -prospect in the 
Middle East, if certain hopeful signs are 
not deceptive, is an uneasy truce enforced 
by a United Nations Emergency Force. 
The lava in the volcano will, temporarily 
at least; cease to flow. The pillar of 
smoke will subside and in the relatively 
quiet interval the task of peacemaking can 
be started; a task calling for years of pa- 
tient effort. 


Dulles’s principal function as Secretary 
of State has been to hold the lid on one 
boiling situation after another so that it 
would not foam over in open war. The 
bloody conflict in Korea was ended and 
‘the Communist and the anti-Communist 
armies face each other across an uneasy 
truce line. Similarly in Indochina, an un- 
certain truce keeps the two forces apart. 
In Berlin, they confront each other against 
the background of the explosive potential 
of the rebellious satellites. These are all 
lids held precariously in place. 


The chief difference in the Middle 
East is a commodity vital to the life of 
Western Europe—oil, If Communism suc- 
ceeds in establishing itself at key points 
in the Middle East, then Europe and the 
West will be subject to Moscow blackmail. 
That is why the outcome of the Middle 
East dispute has been followed so breath- 
lessly. It is why it is important to review 
as objectively as possible the moves and 
the motivations that during the past two 
' years brought war and may now be sub- 
siding in still another uneasy truce. > 


Started By Israeli Raid. 


The'cycle, for reasons of convenience, 
can be dated from Feb. 28, 1955, when 
Israel conducted a raid on the Gaza strip 
that resulted in 69 Egyptian and 20 Israeli 
casualties. For the Israelis, this was 
retaliation for a whole series of Egyptian

RIG. GEN. THOMAS R, PHIL- 
B LIPS, military analyst of the 

Post-Dispatch, and Richard Dud- 
man, a Washington correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, have returned re- 
cently from the Middle East. They 
talked with heads of state, high offi- 
clals and ordinary citizens in these 
restless countries to obtain a com- 
prehensive picture of the political, 
economic and military aspects of the 
area. 

The reports presented here are the 
first of a series which wil) discuss 
the problems of the Middle East and 
their relation to diplomatic moves by 
the United States to offset the threat 
of Communist infiltration. 

Marquis W. Childs, a Washington 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
has followed closely the efforts of 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 
to contain the Communist threat to 
the strategic Middle East and gives 
his appraisal of the measure of suc- 
| cess that Dulles has achieved. 
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All through the early months of 1955, 
Dulles was directing negotiations with 
Nasser over arms for Egypt. This had 
begun earlier—on Dec. 10, 1952—when 
the United States and Egypt concluded 
a cash reimbursable military assistance 
agreement under the Mutual Defense Act 
of 1948. An Egyptian military mission 
visited the Untied States in the spring of 
1953 to implement this agreement, but be- 
cause of the increasing violence over the 
presence of British troops in the Suez base 
area, nothing came of it. 

Several attempts were thade to work 
out an arms deal after July of 1954, When 
the British signed an agreement to leave 
the Suez base. But nothing came of these 
efforts, which went on through the end 
of June, 1955, when the Egyptian govern- 
ment submitted a list of the arms it 
desired. 


Cotton Plays Its Role. 


In trying to reckon the score on Dulles’s 
performance in the Middle East, there 
must be taken into account here one of 
those factors that inevitably limit a Secre- 
tary of State. Cotton and the great sur- 
pluses of cotton accumulated in this coun- 
try put a brake on any arms deal with 
the United States. Egypt could pay only 
in cotton, which is its one cash crop, and 
Southern Senators in important commit- 
tee chairmanships made it plain that any 
encouragement of Egyptian cotton exports 
would get the State Department in trouble. 


The Department makes an important 
point of the fact that military aid through 
direct grant was also rejected by Egypt 
two years ago. Nasser has since said that 
the United States sought to impose condi- 
tions on direct military assistance and that 
Egypt was being asked to join an “al- 
liance.” | 

“The proposed grant military assistance 
was in no sense an ce,” the State 
Department told its diplomats around the 
world in a confidential memorandum. “It 
would not commit Egypt in any way to 
military action. The Government of Egypt 
was not asked to agree to any special pro- 
visions which have not been freely ac- 
cepted by numerous other friendly Gov- 
ernments which have signed such agree- 
ments. The provisions covering grant 
military aid agreements and contained in 
the Mutual ~Defense Assistance Act of 
1954. They require no secret or onerous 
undertakings. They maintain complete 
recognition of the sovereignty of the par- 
ticipating states.” 

. One requirement, however, is that an 
American military mission supervise or at 
least follow the distribution and use of 
the arms supplied. Nasser, it is believed,

objected to the presence of such a mis- 
sion in Egypt. 

Far more important, he had already be- 
gun the first tentative negotiations with 
Moscow for Communist arms. The exact 
date is not clear, but. some time in the 
spring of 1955, Henry A. Byroade, then 
American ambassador in Cairo, informed 
Washington that the Communists were 
proposing to furnish arms to Egypt in re- 
turn for Egyptian cotton. This is a focal 
point in the accusation that Dulles failed 
to act swiftly and decisively to keep Rus- 
sian influence out of the Middle East. 

Both Dulles and President Eisenhower 
have been criticized because they failed 
to confront the Communist leaders at the 
summit conference in Geneva in July, 
1955, with their knowledge of the arms 
deal and their conviction of what a threat 
to peace it was. But those who par- 
ticipated in the Geneva talks say that 
the United States did not have firm knowl- 
edge of the arms deal. And they add that 
the summit talks, called on the insistence 
of Sir Anthony Eden and his fellow Con- 
servatives who were going into an election 
campaign, were only intended to deal with 
generalities. The Geneva meeting ended 
with a highly generalized statement by 
the Big Four powers of their desire for 
peace, 


CIA Knew Details. 


Contrary to this defense of the fact 
that the arms deal was never mentioned, 
Allen Dulles, head of the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency, has said that by late 
spring his CIA had all the details of 


Egypt’s agreement with the Communists. | 


It was not until Sept. 27 that Nasser an- 
nounced he had agreed to exchange cotton 
for Czechoslovak arms. He accused the 
West of violating the tri-partite declara- 
tion of 1950 guaranteeing the borders of 
Israel and its Arab neighbors by secretly 
arming Israel. At a news conference on 
Oct, 4, Secretary of State Dulles said he 
had twice taken up the arms deal with 
the then Soviet Foreign Minister Vya- 
cheslay Molotov. 

On Oct. 20 the first Soviet vessel car- 
rying arms arrived at Alexandria. If 
Nasser had needed any spur for his am- 
bitions, this was it. The provocative 
broadcasts of the Cairo radio, directed at 
Israel, France, the United States and Brit- 
ian, grew more violent in tone. The 
Arabs in ‘Algeria were incited to blood- 
thirsty revolt against the French and the 
commando raids increased along Israel's 
borders. 


Israel made several appeals to the Unit- 
ed States for arms. On Nov. 9, President 
Eisenhower announced that this country 
would not contribute to an arms race. 
But it was scarcely more than six months 
later, on the day he nationalized the Suez 
canal, that Nasser openly boasted his 
armaments had come from “Russia, Rus- 
sia, Russia.” 


Israel Launches Attack. 


The policy of the United States—and it 
has a futile look from hindsight at least 
—was to try to. prevent an arms race 
even though Soviet munitions were going 
to Egypt and Israel had begun to increase 
its purchases, with the knowledge if not 
the encouragement of Washington, from 
French, Canadian and other sources.

Military Forces 
Are Essential to 


Area’s Stability 


More U.S. Aid to Rebuild 
Armies to Resist Com- 


munist Infiltration Seems 
Fully Justified.

WASHINGTON, March 9. 
EFENSE MINISTERS and mili- 
tary officials of friendly Middle 
East nations, without exception, 

told the Post-Dispatch that they wel- 
comed the additional assistance pro- 
posed in the Eisenhower Doctrine to 
improve their military capacity to re« 
sist Communist aggression. 

But when the location of troop units in 
such countries as Iran and Iraq was ex- 
amined, it was found that the troops were 
scattered and disposed primarily to main- 
tain internal security. They are needed 
primarily to prevent subversion and revo- 
lution and to uphold the existing govern- 
ments. Used as they are, distant from the 
Soviet frontier, they are, nevertheless, 
badly needed and more United States 
military aid is fully justified. 

The local argument that they are organ- 
ized and equipped to resist Soviet aggres- 
sion probably is made because of the be- 
lief that the United States will spend any 
amount to prevent overt Soviet attack and 
that Washington does not understand how 
essential armies are to the maintenance of 
stability in these awakening and restless 
areas. 


Turkey is art exception to this gener- 
alization, since a substantial part of the 
Turkish army is deployed on its eastern 
border with the Soviet Union. 


Case of Iraq, Iran. 


Some of the Middle East nations, espe- 
cially Iraq and Iran, feel they have risked 
much to stand up to be counted on the 
side of the West against Communist 
blandishments and threats. Consequent- 
ly, they feel they should be rewarded by 
substantially more military aid than they 
have been receiving. 


In joining the Baghdad pact, Iraq iso- 
lated itself'from the other Arab states, in 
spite of its profound nationalist sympathy 
with them and the common hatred of 
Israel. It also declared itself in favor of 
the Eisenhower Doctrine, thus standing 
against the attitude of Egypt, Syria and 
Jordan, 


Lebanon, unimportant militarily but the 
most prosperous of Middle East countries, 
has also declared its support of the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine. It thus stands against 
Communism and against Syria, its far 
larger Arab neighbor which would like to 
take over Lebanon and where the Soviet 
ambassador jis calling the shots. Syria has 
declared itself in favor of the Soviet doe- 
trine for the Middle East as announced by 
Foreign Minister Dmitri T. Shepilov at the 
Supreme Soviet Feb. 12. 


When Iran joined the Baghdad pact and 
aligned itself with the West, it renounced 
a policy pursued for 150 years by its rulers 
of siding with none of the great powers 
and of trying to maintain its territorial 
integrity by playing off one against the 
other. Iran has also announced its sup- 
port of the Eisenhower Doctrine. 


Iran has a land border of almost 1000 
miles with the Soviet Union and is the 
most exposed nation geographically on the 
Soviet periphery. Iran welcomed the un- 
equivocal protection announced by the 
Eisenhower Doctrine, which it considers 
far more important than its membership 
in the Baghdad pact, of which the United 
States is not a member. 


Getting Soviet Arms. 


Egypt and Syria are getting arms from 
the Soviet Union and are following an 
anti-Western line. Syria is almost wholly 
committed to Soviet influence, while 
President and dictator of Egypt, Gamal 
Abdel Nasser, is still trying to get the 
best from both worlds. 


In the little kingdom of Jordan, the 
Prime Minister and the young army lead- 
ers are pro-Syrian and willing to accept 
Communist aid, while young King Hussein, 
a cougtn of the King of Iraq, is anti-Com- 
munist and pro-Western. An undercover 
struggle among Syria, Iraq and Saudi 
Arabia is going on as to which nation will 
ultimately take over, wholly or in part, this 
poverty-ridden stretch of desert. 


Saudi Arabia depends on the West for 
its markets and income from oil, but is 
violently anti-Israel and a strong supporter 
with its oil money of all Arab nationalist 
aspirations. The United States has an air 
base at Dhahran in Saudi Arabia, the lease 
of which has been renewed for five years, 
In return for use of the air base, Saudi 
Arabia is to receive substantial military 
assistance during the next five years. 
Nasser has been sending his propa- 
gandists and expert subversionists inte 
Saudi Arabia and King Saud knows this, 
Although Egypt, Saudi Arabia and Yemen 
are partners in a military pact concluded 
last April, if the issue of Communism ver- 
sus the West comes to a head in the 
Middle East, always provided Israel is not 
involved, Saudi Arabia will be found 
standing with the West.

A Budget for Prosperity 
‘Fa the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch: 

Most of the discussion of the Ad- 
ministration’s 1957-58 budget by jour- 
nalists and public officials has been 
singularly lacking in any comprehen- 
sion of the economics of full em- 
ployment. 

Virtually all of the reactionaries 
and conservatives have either de- 
plored the necessity of such great 
federal expenditures or bitterly at- 
tacked the proposed large outlays as 
both undesirable and unnecessary. 

Likewise, only a few liberal Dem- 
ocrats and progressive Republicans 
have seen anything but a necessary 
evil in the proposed large federal 
expenditures. A big majority of both 
the conservatives and the liberals, 
among the politicians and the jour- 
nalists, would favor much less fed- 
eral spending if the international 
situation were not so strained and 
so dangerous. 

Yet most professional economists 
hold that sustained large govern- 
ment spending since World War II 
is the very thing that has, thus far, 
prevented the major post-war de- 
pression that has followed the ces- 
sation of hostilities, and the accom- 
panying drastic reduction of public 
expenditures, in the past. 

Full- employment prosperity is 
maintained by huge spending; large 
spending by vate citizens for con- 
sumers’ goods, large spending by 
private enterprisers for producers’ 
goods and large spending by gov- 
ernments for all kinds of goods. 

The only way we can permanently 
prevent a depression is by spending 
a full-employment national income. 
The extremely unequal. distribution 
of income in the United States pre- 
vents enough private- spending to 
sustain maximum prosperity. 

Therefore, public spending must 
adequately supplement private spend- 
ing for consumption and for net ad- 
ditions to capital equipment if full- 
employment prosperity is to be per- 
petuated in our free economy. 

The Administration's 72-billion-dol- 
lar budget, if allowed to stand or if 
amcreased by Congress, will go a long 
way toward maintaining a maximum 
mational income. It is more likely 
than anything else to preserve a 
high degree of prosperity in the 
near future.

Chief Justice Warren As a Dissenter 


One of the most unusual_and at the same 
time most disturbing decisions in the history 
of the Supreme Court has been handed down 
in the case of a New Mexico pickup truck driver 
by the name of Paul H. Breithaupt. Each 
citizen would do well to consider the facts and 
decide in his own mind. how he would have 
voted had he been on our highest court. 

The Breithaupt truck was involved in a fatal 
collision with a passenger car and the truck 
driver was taken to a hospital seriously injured. 
A whisky bottle was found in the truck and as 
Breithaupt lay unconscious in the hospital emer- 
gency room, the smell of liquor was detected 
on his breath. An attending physician with- 
drew a sample of Breithaupt’s blood by a hypo- 
dermic needle. Laboratory analysis, conductéd 
under police authority, showed the blood sam- 
ple to contain .17 per cent alcohol. 

The truck driver was charged with involun- 
tary manslaughter and the blood sample was 
admitted in evidence over his objection that 
the use of the blood, taken from him when 
he was unconscious, was a violation of due proc- 
ess of law. He was found guilty and imprisoned. 

. . . 

Breithaupt took his case for release on a 
writ of habeas corpus to the Supreme Court 
and there it was closely argued and narrowly 
decided. Justice Clark, speaking as well for 
Justices Reed, Frankfurter, Burton, Harlan and 
Brennan, saw the issue primarily in terms of 
highway safety. They cited statistics on the 
use of chemical tests by many states to deter- 
mine intoxication of drivers. 

In sum, these six Justices decided that “the 
individual's right to immunity from such inva- 
sion of the body as is involved in a properly 
safeguarded blood test is far outweighed by 
the value of its deterrent effect due to public 
realization that the issue of driving while under 
the influence of alcohol can often, by this 
method, be taken out of the confusion of con- 
flicting contentions.” 

Chief Justice Warren and Justices Black and 
Douglas dissented strongly. The Chief Justice 
made clear that the issue was not Breithaupt’s 
guilt or innocence in the manslaughter case. 
It was solely whether withdrawal of the blood 
sample while he was unconscious was “a viola- 
tion of the defendant’s constitutional rights.” 

ae - « 

The three dissenters showed the inconsistency 
of this decisign with that in the famous “stom- 
ach pump” case of 1952. On that occasion the 
Supreme Court unanimously reversed a. Cali- 
fornia conviction of Antonio Rochin on a charge 
of possession of narcotics because a stomach 
pump was used to recover morphine evidence 
which Rochin had swallowed as he was about 
to be seized by police. 

In the Rochin case, Justice Frankfurter’s 
opinion said that the use of the stomach pump 
and related activities were “conduct that shocks 
the conscience.” The methods of the police, 


| a 


he said, were “too close to the rack and the 
screw to permit of constitutional differentiation.” 

But in the blood test case, Justices Frank- 
furter, Reed, Burton and Clark, all of whom 
participated in the stomach pump case, found 
cause to differentiate. About the only difference 
that Chief Justice Warren, and Justices Black 
and Douglas could find was that in the blood 
test case the defendant, was unconscious and 
hence could not put up a struggle to keep from 
giving testimony against himself.

The New Mexico truck driver may very well 
have belonged behind bars but not on evidence 
taken without his knowledge through the with- 
drawal of a sample of his life’s blood while he 
lay unconsciéus. Surely, as Chief Justice War- 
ren so well put it, the decision ought not turn 
on whether the extraction of body fluids’ was 
“by force or by stealth.” 

In another civil liberties decision, handed 
down the same day, Chief Justice Warren and 
Justices Black, Douglas and Brennan dissented 
vigorously. This was the case of an impecu- 
nious defendant in Minnesota, Thomas E. 
Pollard, who in the words of the Chief Justice 
“was summarily rushed through the court mill 
without benefit of counsel” with the result that 
“all of his procedural rights, in some degree, 
were denied him.” In dissenting Chief Justice 
Warren spoke words that might well be read 
aloud in every courtroom in the land: 


Our law, based upon centuries of tragic 
human my nef requires that before a 
man can sent to a penitentiary, he is 
entitled to a speedy trial, to be present in 
court at every step of the proceedings, at 
all times to be represented by counsel, or 
to speak in his own behalf, and to be in- 
formed in open court of every action taken 
against him until he is lawfully sentenced. 
These are not mere ceremonials to be neg- 
lected at will in the interests of a crowded 
court calendar or other expediencies. They 
are basic rights.

As the Post-Dispatch regrets these decisions 
so do we applaud Chief Justice Warren and his 
fellow dissenters, notably Justices Black and 
Douglas, on their strong protests. They have 
lost today, but unless the trend toward police 
state methods is to continue to undermine our 
liberties, their appeal will win tomorrow.

The prospect is that the newest Justice, when 
he is confirmed, will from time to time,, as 
the ninth member, determine the extent to 
which our civil rights either are protected as 
precious to the American people—or are eroded 
away in a gradual process that has followed 
ironically in the train of a war fought to put 
down tyranny and oppression of the individual.

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Truth About the Budget 


When is somebody going to tell the American 
people the truth about the Federal budget? 

President Eisenhower's “economy” Adminis- 
tration is asking Congress to appropriate a rec- 
ord 71.8 billion dollars for next year—and simul- 
taneously urging Congress not to let it spend 
that much. 

House Republicans seek to pass the buck back 
to the Administration by voting the appropria- 
tions but putting a 65-billion dollar ceiling on 
total expenditures. 

House Democrats have their own budget gim- 
mick. They are sponsoring a transparently par- 
tisan resolution calling on the Administration to 
take back its budget and submit a new one, not 
exceeding 60 billions. 

In short, the buck is being passed back and 
forth almost faster than the eye can follow. But 
when is somebody going to tell the truth about 
the budget? 

The truth is that the Eisenhower budget can- 
not be cut very much unless the Government 
and the people are willing to accept drastic cur- 
tailment of functions which are and ought to be 
widely supported. A quick tour through a few 
rounded figure’ will prove the point. 

Out of the 71.8-billion total, interest payments, 
the routine costs of government housekeeping, 
and veterans’ benefits take 13.7 billion. For all 
practical purposes, these charges are fixed. 

The biggest single item in the budget is for 
national security—defense expenditures, atomic’ 


energy, military aid to other nations, and so on. 


‘The total is 43.3 billion and the Post-Dispatch, 
for ene, does not see how this figure can safely 
be ctit, given the present state of the world 
Another item we are not in. favor of reducing 
is the 2.4 Billion allotted to the conduct of for- 
eign policy, foreign economic aid and technical 
assistance, information and cultural exchanges. 
After these three sums are eliminated, the 
theoretically 
amounts to 12.4 billions. ; But how much even 


of that can really be reduced without baste - 


policy changes? on 

Of the labor and welfare budget;-for example, 
nearly 80 per cent‘ goes for aid to the needy, 
public health and education, incl a school 
construction program which if anything is too 
small. Of the agriculture budget, 84 pet tent 
goes for farm price supports and soil v 
tion. In the resources budget, the biggest item, 
representing two-thirds of the whole, is for 
dams, irrigation projects, and other useful pur- 
poses. Over half the commerce budget goes for 
aids to aviation, housing and community devel- 
opment, none of which very many people want 
to give up. 

The truth is that the area for significant 
budget trimming is very small so long es the 
country wants—as we think it does and should 
want—the services involved, Senator Douglas 
of Illinois has estimated that perhaps two bil- 
lions might be saved by postponing the least 
urgent public works projects. So long as infla- 
tion remains a danger, that should be ‘done. 

But Congress will be lucky if it can manage 
even that, and talk of bringing the total down 
to 65 or 60 billions is nonsense. That's the truth 
about the federal budget.

Britain’s Veering Political Wind 

When voters are unhappy, they generally make 
their elected Government feel that way, too. 
This has been brought home to British Prime 
Minister Macmillan by the five special parlia- 
mentary elections of the last few weeks—and 
there are four more coming up. 

The voters of Warwick and Leamington, for- 
mer Prime Minister Eden’s constituency, admin- 
isered the most bitter dose of wormwood so far. 
They returned the Conservative candidate, but 
by a margin of only 2157 votes compared with 
the 13,466 majority piled up by Eden in 1955. 

So far, the Conservatives have lost only one 
seat in the House of Commons where their pres- 
ent majority of 56 may enable the Government 
to ride out its full five-year term. But even in 
victory there has been a 5 to 6 per cent swing 
away from the Tories. If this shift were main- 
tained in a national election, Labor would win 
with a majority of at least 100 seats. 

So Labor leaders are beginning to talk out 
loud about such an election in the near future. 
While Macmillan shows.no intention of resign- 
ing, the Opposition may harry him with ques- 
tions of confidence. If the Government were 
defeated on such an issue, of course, there would 
be a general election. To guard against the 
eventuality, the budget to be introduced next 
month by Chancellor of the Exchequer Thorney- 
croft probably will “sweeten” the post-Suez aus- 
terity with some tax concessions. But there is 
not a great deal the Macmillan Government can 
do in the face of the facts. And it may be a 
sobering thought for the leaders of Labor that 
they would have to deal with the same facts. 


On the eve of his Bermuda talks with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Prime Minister Macmillan un- 
doubtedly would be happier with a show of a 
little more support at home. But he may use 
even the election returns to show the President 
what he is facing, and to demonstrate the need 


. for a realistic understanding in Washington of 


the problems of our No. 1 ally. 
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Two for Road Safety 

The Missouri House has produced twin meas- 
ures for traffic safety which should help to save 
lives and prevent accidents on the highways. 

One is the driver’s license bill already sent 
to the State Senate. This measure strengthens 
the present law in many ways. For example, a 
habitually reckless driver would lose his right 
to drive upon two convictions in three years, 
under the House bill, instead of upon two con- 
victions in two years, under the present law. 

In addition, the license bill allows municipal 
as well as state judges to suspend state driver's 
licenses for serious offenses, and gives convic- 
tions in municipal courts the same status as con- 
victions in state courts toward mandatory revo- 
cation. of licenses. Unfortunately, the bill also 
knocks out the power of the state to require a 
physical or mental examination of motorists sus- 
pected of unfitness to drive. The Senate should 
restore the provision. 

A companion bill for highway safety is the 
speed limit measure tentatively approved by 
the House. This would establish the following 
mile-per-hour limits: 70 on divided highways in 
daylight, 65 on pther highways and 60 at night 
for all highways, plus lower limits in towns and 
for busses. 

The House wisely passed an amendment mak- 

ing this a “prima facie” measure, That means 
that exceeding the speed limits would be prima 
.facie evidente @f guilt, placing the burden of 
proof on the motorist to show that his speed 
was not unreasonable.under the circumstances. 
But he could be arrested for speeds under the 
limit, in which case the police would have to 
prove that his speed was unreasonable. 

Speed limits are not the final answer to dan- 
gerous driving but they should discourage the 
worst examples of speeding. The driver’s li- 
cense law is even more important because it is 
an instrument for putting dangerous drivers off 
the road. The House has done good work for 
traffic safety. “ ;

Do We Have a Real Foreign Policy? 


Many of our allies doubt this, and veteran Washington corres- 
pondent points to inconsistencies in Government's goals and meth- 
ods; even Middle East resolution does not answer basi¢ problems 
there; any day that brings new. situation brings new policy.

The first installment of the “new” 
policy for the Middle East is not part 
of a broad policy of containing or 
resisting Communist advance. Its ma- 
jor emphasis is on resisting “armed 
aggression” by “any nation controlled 
by international Communism” in the 
general area of the Middle East. 

It. flows alongside a still-continuing 
policy of apemptng to reach a broad 
settlement with . Soviet Union. 
There is nothing in it about using the 
NATO Alliance as one instrument of 
the new policy. The only instruments 
specified are the use of United States 
armed forces to bolster a threatened

country if such a country requests 
such aid, and United States funds in 
the small amount of $200,000,000 a 
year for two years. 

It also flows alongside a general 
policy of relying on “moral force” 
through the United Nations. In this 
case the policy is to be pursued uni- 
laterally by the United States, although 
it is to be pursued in conformity with 
United States obligations to the U.N. 
and is not to violate the U.N. charter. 


In other words, the United States 
does not at the moment have a general 
set of world policies. Its actions from 
day to day partake of several different 
policies. In the case of the Middle 
East an ad hoc policy has been de- 
vised for limited local use. Its limi- 
tations are very great when it is con- 
sidered that there is no known threat 
of overt armed aggression in the area, 
but a very real threat of political and 
economic infiltration. 

In other words, at the present time 


the United States is managing its rela- 


tions with the outside world with a 
whole set of ange mot ge ny It is 
trying to make peace with the Soviet 
Union, but labeling it the potential 
enemy in the Middle East. It sup- 
posedly bases its ultimate military re- 
liance on NATO, but rejects NATO as 
an instrument of policy in the Mid- 
dle East. 

It relies on “moral force” through 
the U.N., but announces a policy for 
the Middle East which does not rely 
on “moral force” and. does not attempt 
to use the U.N. as the instrument. 

Is the broad policy one of making 
peace with Moscow or renewing the 
waging of the cold war with Moscow? 
Is United States reliance on the U.N., 
on NATO, or on its own resources 
alone? 

It cannot be said today that the 
United States has a consistent, coher- 
ent, articulated body of foreign policy. 
It is not operating on the premise of 
one assumption about the Soviet Union. 
It does not assume either that there 
can be peace, or must be war, or 
might be tolerable coexistence. There 
is no consistent drive either toward 
peace-making, or containment, or roll- 
back. There is no chosen instrument 
of policy—but vacillation among NATO, 
U.N., “moral force,” and unilateral 
United States weapons, 

At best, this miight be called eclecti- 
cism in foreign policy—a selection of 
whatever instrument seemed most use- 
ful on any given day to meet the 
needs of a new situation as of that 
day. At worst, it is confusion. This

The SEATO treaty became ef- 
fective Feb. 19, 1955, when it 
had been ratified by the signa- 
tory countries of Australia, 
France, New Zealand, Pakistan, 
the Phillippines, Thailand, Bri- 
tain and the United States. 
Less than three weeks earlier, 
on Jan. 19, President Eisen- 
hower signed the Formosa de- 
fense resolution which he had 
sought from Congress only five 
days previously and which was 
passed in double-quick time. 


This resolution authorized 
Mr. Eisenhower to use Amer- 
ican military might in defense 
of the island of Formosa, the 
nearby Pescadores and related 
islands in the Formosa strait 
against possible attack by the 
Communist regime on the China 
mainland. The period was one 
of tension and worry over Com- 
munist intentions in Asia. 

A few months later things 
were quieting down in Asia and 
have been relatively so calm in 
recent days that Dulles could 
acknowledge at his press con- 
ference last Tuesday that he 
had not had time to study the 
Agenda of the SEATO confer- 
ence, that his “documentation” 
would take place in an airplane 
en route to Canberra, 


It could be inferred from the | 


remarks at Dulles’s press con- 
ference. that the Secretary had 
boned up on recent develop- 
ments in Southeast Asia only 
with respect to the internal po- 
litical and economic situation 
in Indonesia. 


Not Covered By Treaty. 

In reply to a question as to 
whether President Sukarno’s 
proposed “guided democracy” 
has become a matter of concern 
to the SEATO nations, Dulles 


aid: 

“Well, Indonesia, of course, 
is a very important part of the 
Southeast Asia area. It is not 


in the treaty or covered by the | 


treaty. It is not a part of the 
treaty area, but it is, of course, 
geographically in the Southeast 
Asia area. It lies between In- 
dochina, which is covered by 
the treaty (through a specific 
protocol) and some of the other 
treaty areas, such as Australia 
and New Zealand, and what 
happens there is naturally of in- 
terest and concern to the mem- 
bers. 

“The developments there are 
so far primarily of an internal 
character, apparently relating 
to the form of government and 
the degree of autonomy of dif- 
ferent parts of that rather far- 
flung archipelago, and these de- 
velopments are still in process 
of evolution, so, while it is a 
matter of interest and of con- 
cern, I don’t think the concern 
is one which is tinged by any 
fear that the area will fall un- 
der Communist domination.” 

Likely To Be Discussed. 

Since the Secretary made 
this point it seems likely that 
the Indonesian situation will 
come up for discussion, at least 
informally, and it is worth not- 
ing that the existence of SEATO 
is one reason why Dulles was 


able to say that he was not | 


afraid of a Communist take- 
over in Indonesia. 

Indonesia's internal difficul- 
ties stem from dissatisfaction 
with political and economic 
progress since independence 
was gained from the Dutch in 
1949. In the first election held 
in the fall of 1955, the Commu- 
nists surprised and frightened 
the ruling conservative parties 
by polling 6,000,000 votes, more 
than 16 per cent of the total. 
The Communists gained 39 
seats in the 273-member parlia- 
ment, but were barred from 
the cabinet. Bickering has dam- 
aged the effectiveness of the 
governmental system. Sumatra 
and East Indonesia have been 
demanding greater local au- 
tonomy. 

Sukarno’s Proposals. 

As a remedy, Sukarno, the na- 
tional hero and a man of great 
personal power, has proposed 
changes in Indonesia’s “im- 
ported democracy.” He has pro- 
posed the establishment of a 
top national council which 
would include himself and rep- 
resentatives of all important 
sections of Indonesian life. _

“When SEATO was establish- 
ed, the principal threat to the 
treaty area was that of armed 
aggression. It has, however, 
been clear for some time that 
the Communists have for the 
moment at least changed their 
tactics, although we cannot 
overlook the continuing growth 
of Communist military strength, 
‘particularly in Communist China 
and North Viet Nam. Subver- 
l'sion, which has always been a

‘threat we now face. To the 
‘identification of this threat, and 


| its exposure, and to the devel- 
opment of counter measures, 

SEATO has devoted much of its 
‘effort in 1956.” 

The report pointed out that 
the Chinese Communists sup- 
ported the Soviet Union in its 
use of force in Hungary and 
said that, despite statements 
aimed at promoting peaceful 
‘co-existence, the Communists 
are still trying to establish Com- 
munist regimes in the treaty 
area. 

The Communists also have 
sought to exploit “neutralism,” 
the report said, by supporting 
neutralist claims that member- 
ship in regional collective de- 
fense organizations is incom- 
patible with national inde- 
pendence. 

“In so doing,” it was said, 
“the Communists hope, by keep- 
ing up the outmoded cries of 
‘imperialism’ and ‘colonialism’ 
to weaken the present friendly 
ties between Asian and other 
free countries and among Asian 
nations themselves, and so to 
increase their own influence 
and to mask the enlargement 
of their own empire.” 

Usefulness Reduced. 

The potential usefulness of 
SEATO has been reduced be- 
cause the nations with policies 
of non-alignment in foreign af- 
fairs (India, Indonesia and 
Burma) have not approved it. 
These neutralist nations have 
about four times the population 
of the three Asian members of 
SEATO. 

The Communists have con- 
tinued to promote “front” or- 
ganizations to mask their activi- 
ties, the report continued. They 
have tried to penetrate Asian- 
African trade union movements 
and economic, writers’ and stu- 
dents’ conferences. They also 
have been aiming at minority 
groups, particularly the _ so- 
called “Overseas Chinese” who 
populate many Southeast Asia 
communities. 

Communist China now is en- 
tering the field of economic aid 
in Asia with the support of the 
Soviet Union, it was said. The 
Chinese Communist trade poli- 
cies have political ends and aid 
agreements have the, “added 
danger” that they often permit 
‘entrance into the country of 
“experts” whose presence opens 
‘new channels for espionage and 
subversion. 

To counter this “integrated 
subversive attack in all fields 
of national life’ SEATO mem- 
bers have been co-6perating in 
border control, information, 
training and police activities. 
An example cited was the co- 
operation of the police forces of 
Thailand and Malaya to put

History’s Only Mideast Situation Is About Where It Was

HEN Israel is in trouble, 

Golda Meir acts like a 

parent whose child has 
been stricken. All thought and 
emotion, all energy,-are focused 
on her small, young nation. 


So it was in the troubled 
days as Israel, in Premier Ben- 
Gurion’s words, struggled “not 
only with its enemies but with 
its friends.” Israel's Foreign 
Minister, heading the United 
Nations delegation, overworked 
and underslept so conscien- 
tiously that her associates con- 
pired to persuade her to rest 
and to take time out for proper 
meals. 


Perhaps those crucial days 
were among the most difficult 
in the life of this 58-year-old 
grandmother who has worked 
and fought more than 40 years 
for a Jewish state in Palestine. 
For her, it was mostly a period 
of tense waiting—for word from 
Washington, for word from 
Jerusalem, for word from the 
U.N. The passive role taxed this 
dynamic woman with a lifetime 
of action. 


Many Americans, particu- 
larly American Jews, feel some- 
how that Golda Meir (pro- 
nounced may’-ear) is really an 
American Zionist who has gone 
far. This is natural. Mrs. Meir’s 
English is pure Milwaukee. She 
spent 15 formative years in the 
United States and since has 
been a frequent visitor. 


A Founder of Her Nation. 


In truth, Mrs. Meir is as 
proudly an Israeli as Benjamin 
Franklin and John Adams were 
patriotic Americans: She is a 
founder of her republic, a 
signer of its Declaration of In- 
dependence. For years. she 
worked, fought and conspired 
for the birth of the 8000-square- 
mile Zionist state. Since 1948 
she has labored ceaselessly for 
its survival.

Today she has little time and 
less inclination for womanly 
small talk. Her dress is austere, 
completely unadorned. She 
never wears jewelry—not even 
a wedding ring. Her graying 
hair is parted in the center and 
drawn back over her ears to a 
plain bun. She rarely wears a 
hat. Her grave face is innocent 
of lipstick and powder. When 
she was appointed minister to 
Moscow, she confided that the 
greatest ordeal she faced was 
the prospect of wearing evening 
clothes.

HOLLYWOOD HAS BEEN so often 
described as either a modern Gomorrah 
or the end of the rainbow that it’s al- 
most impossible to think of it as a habi- 
tat for normal human beings. Jessamyn 
West's book on the subject is therefore 
refreshiongly unsensational. It ignores 
the domestic scandals, the studio in- 
trigues, the alleged psychoses of pro- 
ducers and even the mixed metaphors 
of Mr. Sam Goldwyn. 


It would be an interesting announce- 
ment if one could say with justification 
that Miss West had discovered a new 
Hollywood or that the steady light shed 
by her humane and reflective mind had 
revealed a hitherto unnoticed perspec- 
tive. But as it happens, “To See the 
Dream” is a book about herself even 
though it records in comprehensive de- 
tail the process of making a picture and 
her encounters with the various per- 
sonalities involved. 

Whatever she does and whatever she 
sees is affected in some degree by the 
climate of her mind. The resulting com- 
posite picture may still be a truer like- 
ness of the film community than found 
in the standard treatments of this theme, 
But the question—which is not too im- 
portant perhaps—must be held in abey- 
ance. 


MISS WEST was drawn to Hollywood 
when the director' William Wyler de- 
cided to make a picture of her novel 
“The Friendly Persuasion,” a story deal-

possible treatment of Quaker attitudes

Miss West needs 
another text which would read: “Don’t 
let’ yourself be separated from others 
by too much solitude,” for solitude, she 
has found, is a habit-forming drug. 


“You become an addict” she con- 
tinues. “Opium is a sugar pill com- 
pared with this dream maker. Absorbed 
in the visions of solitude, human beings 
are only interruptions. What voice can 
equal the voices of solitude? What 
sights equal the movement of a single 
day’s tide of light across the floor boards 
of one room? What drama can be as 
continuously absorbing as the interior 
one?” 


MANY OTHER READERS, no doubt, 
will be more interested in the author's

ered events of modern newspaper his- 
tory. Every magazine and news service 
carried an exclusive story about it, and 
there must surely be few facts which 
still remain unpublished and few new 
aspects from which to view it. 

Nevertheless, it is a certainty that this 
press coverage is only a first install- 
ment of the published volume that will 
flow from that event. The flood of 
books has started first in England where 
two accounts have already appeared. 
And then when the journalists have fin- 
ished the historians will continue. For 
the event was truly epoch-making, and 
it will be a long time before the world 
‘ knows its full consequences. 

James A. Michener has arrived on 
the American book scene with the first. 
. He may also have arrived with the most. 
Certainly, with “The Bridge at Andau,” 
he has set a mark that other on-the- 
spot writers may find hard to beat, both 
for vivid reporting and penetrating in- 
terpretation. His book can be specially 
' recommended to anyone who missed the 
full story at the time it happened. 
MICHENER, who was in Europe at 
the time, obtained the material for his 
book by posting himself at one of the 
chief escape points on the Austro- 
Hungarian border, the bridge at Andau. 
There, night after weary night, for six 
weeks he interviewed, with the help of 
two teams of interpreters, the escapees 
as they crossed into safety, beginning 
shortly before midnight and working 
through until the dawn. 

Having correlated the stories thus ob- 
tained, checking them as far as possible 
for reliability, he proceeded to do the 
fastest job of his career in putting the 
results together. But the same writing 
powers that brought him the Pulitzer 
Prize for his “Tales of the South Pa- 
cific” are again in evidence, enabling 
him to make it a brilliant as well as a 
fast job. 

MICHENER PRESENTS the 
story through the eyes of individual 
freedom fighters who are actually, as 
he explains, composftes of those whom 
he has interviewed. This describes the 
18-year-old factory worker, Josef Toth, 
and the two intellectuals, Istavan Balogh 
and Peter Szigeti, through whose eyes 
the fighting is described. All three

represent youth which had grown up in 
the Communist system but had turned 
against it, 

Indeed, the overwhelming impression 
that Michener gives is of the extra- 
ordinary extent to which the revolt was 
the work, not at all of liberals or so- 
called reactionaries, but of Commu- 
nism’s own offspring. It was Commu- 
nism itself rejecting itself. 


He cites in definitive proof of this 
the behavior of the Cgepel workers. For 
he says, if ever there was such a thing 
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THE BRIDGE AT ANDAU, by James A. 
Michener.. (Random House, 270  pgs., 
$3.50.) 
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as a Communist show case, it was Buda- 
pest’s industrial section—Red Csepel as 
it was known. 


“The revolution was proposed by the 
writers and philosophers of the Petofi 
Club. It was initiated by daring stu- 
dents. It was maintained by determined 
young boys and girls who wrestled with 
tanks barehanded. But it was made 
effective by the men of Csepel, and 
when every other section was beaten 


into submission, these plain workmen,. 


the propaganda darlings of Commu- 
nism, retreated to their island and main- 
tained a defiance that startled Russia 
and the world.” 


OUT OF 15,000 WORKERS at 
Csepel, on whom Communism depended 
for its ultimate support, only 40, says 
Michener, remained loyal. And he goes 
on to say further that in all Hungary 
there were only a few young people— 
some of the students at the Marx-Lenin 
Institute—who remained faithful to the 
system into which they had been lured 
and imprisoned; all the rest, regardless 
of their parents’ opinion, rejected Com- 
munism in its moment of crisis. 


THEREISONE PASSAGE in the 
next to the last chapter which should 
be required reading for Americans, be- 
cause in it a 26-year-old fighter states 
why there is bitterness in Hungarian 
hearts over the seeming indifference of 


the United States during the struggle. 


This Hungarian is quoted: 


“For years now, as part of your battle 
with Communism for the possession of 
men’s minds, you have been giving us 
hope and assurance. You have been say- 
ing to us, ‘You are not forgotten. Amer- 
ica’s ultimate aim is to help you win 
your freedom. To achieve this we will 
support you to the best of our ability’.” 


He reminds us of the Voice of Ameri- 
ca broadcasts, of Radio Free Europe, of 
the leaflet-bearing balloons (‘I got one 
with a Liberty Bell on it and the legend 
‘Hungarians for Freedom—aAll the Free 
World for Hungarians’.’’), of the prom- 
ises made in the ‘52 presidential cam- 
paign to roll back the Iron Curtain. 


“For six years you fed us this propa- 
ganda. For six years the Russians tram- 
pled us in the mud. But when we rose 
in rebellion for the very things you told 
us to fight for, how many Americans 
stepped forth to help us? Not one. Who 
did join our side? Russian troops. How 
many American tanks helped us. Not 
one. What tanks did join us in our fight 
for freedom? Russian tanks. This is a 
terrible indictment.” 


But this Hungarian says further, what 
drove them almost to desperation was 
not our failure to support with materiel, 
but our failure to speak up boldly on 
their behalf. “My nation died in si- 
lence.” 


MR. MICHENER is quite sure that 
the Hungarian revolution of 1956 was a 
turning point in world history, simply 
because through it Russia lost a propa- 
ganda battle of critical proportions, and 
he pegs his whole account of it to that 
belief.

A Successful Man Hunter 


DR. LIVINGSTONE, I PRE-

WHEN HENRY M. STAN- 
LEY made the remark that 
gives this biography its title, 
he didn’t know that he was 
providing comedians, both 
amateur and_. professional, 
with a punch line that would 
always be good for laughs. 
Stanley was a professional 
journalist who turned explor- 
er at the behest of James 
Gordon Bennett Jr., the bril- 
liant eccentric who had in- 


herited the New York Her- ° 


ald, His task was to find Dr. 
David Livingstone, the fam- 
ous missionary and traveler 
who. had disappeared in the 
jungles of Africa three and 


a half years earlier. 

The bulk of the book is a 
detailed account of Stanley's 
expedition into the heart of 
Africa, but equally interest- 
ing is the portion given over 
to Stanley's early life, which 
reads like a story from the 
pen of Horatio Alger Jr. Al- 
most equally interesting by 
way of comic relief is the ac- 
count of Stanley’s feud with 
the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety, an august body that 
maintained its position that 
Dr. Livingstone needed no 
help from anyone, least of 
all a representative of the 
New York Herald, a paper 
notorieus at the time for its 
light-hearted handling of the 
truth. 


Armchair adventurers will 
find this little book pleasant 


reading, although its over- 
documentation is often an- 
noying. b

WILLIAM CLARKE QUANTRILL 


Border War Mystery 


Was This Man Hero or Monster? 


QUANTRILL AND THE BORDER WARS, by William Elsey Con- 


nelley. (Pageant, 542 pgs., $7.50.)

WILLIAM CLARKE QUANTRILL can be regarded 
either as one of the bloodiest men in American history or as 
a folk hero—a kind of Missouri Robin Hood. To a degree 
he was both. His life provides mystery as well as history. 


The only exhaustive study of Quantrill was first published 
in 1910 by the Kansas historian, William E. Connelley, and 
is now reissued by Pageant Book Co. as a particular favor to 
Civil War scholars and, perhaps, to those in the Missouri- 
Kansas border area who remember what the name of Quan- 
trill meant. To the Missourian of his time it meant a dashing 
Confederate guerrilla captain seeking vengeance for the Jay- 
hawker raids of previous years, To the Kansan it meant the 
“Lawrence massacre.” 

Early on the morning of Aug. 21, 1863, Capt. Quantrill led 
nearly 500 of the best-mounted expert pistol shots ever as- 
sembled into the deserted streets of Lawrence, Kan. His 
command included the Younger brothers and Frank James, 
though Jesse was not present. Some of the ymen carried as 
many as six Colt’s Navy revolvers. 

THE LAWRENCE of that day was a town of 2000. in- 
habitants, settled by anti-slavery New Englanders. It had been 
the center of the Kansas Free State movement. It was still 


But most of its able-bodied men were away in the Unioh Army, 


a center of the underground railroad for escaning A. 


and since a town ordinance prohibited carrying side arms, 
the men left behind were scarcely armed. 

The Quantrill band rode into the hated town 
rebel yell. When the raiders left in the afternoon, the town 
was destroyed and some 150 men and boys were dead. There 
was no comparable event in the entire Civil War. 

Author Connelly did not approve. The Missouri writer, 
Homer Croy, says in his introduction to the new edition. 
“About the politest term Connelley applies to Quantrill is ‘gory 
monster’; after that he gets personal.” But while the book 
is not objective history, it is detailed history, packed with the 
ascertainable facts. Footnotes provide documents, letters, 
battle reports and eye-witness accounts. 


CONNELLEY Attacked the Missouri legend about Quan- 
trill, which was that he was a Southern man who turned bush- 
whacker because the enemy Jayhawkers had murdered his 
older brother. Quantrill was born in Ohio; he first went to 
Kansas as an anti-slavery man, and he had no older brother. 
Yet after the war his men would not take even the word of 
Quantrill’s mother for the truth. A lost cause lives on legend. 
Yet if the reader strips away Connelley’s brimstone treat- 
ment, and heeds only facts, he still will find that Quantrill 
remains a mystery. Here was a good-looking young man, well 
educated for his time, and sensitive enough to send his mother 
poetic letters about the singing cardinal in a cottonwood. 
Then, after failing to find his fortune there, he became 
a prospector, gambler and gunman in the West, returned to 
Lawrence under an assumed name and made raids into Mis- 
souri to free slaves who were sOmetimes sold back to their 
owners. Quantrill left Lawrence under various indictments, 
and went to Missouri to betray men he led there on a raid. 


THIS WAS THE MAN who wrote his mother of prairie 
“grass to glitter like brilliants, while the hanging sheets of 
frost drop from them.” And a detade later he was hunted 
down and shot by Northern guerrillas in Kentucky, buried 
at Louisville and later reburied at Canal Dover, O. 

In any case those days and that region were sufficient to 
their own lost generation. And if Connelley does not psycho- 
analyze the famed Border Guerrilla, he certainly portrays one 
of the most remarkable periods in American history.

Melody of Young Love 


PRIDE OF INNOCENCE, by 
David Buckley. (Henry Holt, 
346 pgs., $3.95.)

THE THEME of inno- 
cence corrupted is not new. 
There is nothing novel in the 
setting of occupied Germany. 
G.I. episodes of sex are Aa 
dime a dozen in postwar fic- 
tion. And death of a girl fol- 
lowing an abortion—this is 
the most commonplace of 
plotting cliches. 

Despite these familiar 
stand-bys of the literary 
scene, this first novel intro- 
duces a remarkable and gen- 
uine talent. Mr. Buckley com- 
bines realistic power and 
poetic imagery, an unusual 
team, especially when driven 
by human sympathy. This 
compassion, rare among 
young writers of any period 
but almost unique in our own 
age, is almost constantly in 
evidence throughout these 
pages. Down the long roll 
of creative writers, it has 
been the hallmark of great- 
ness. 

While this is the first time 
his long fiction has been pub- 
lished, Mr. Buckley received 
a Hopwood Award in 1952. 
Now 29, he himself is a vet- 
eran of those occupation years 
he describes with such im- 
pelling force. Since his dis- 
charge, the young writer has 
been studying and teaching 
English—to good effect, if 
this book is any criterion. 

The central figure in 
“Pride of Innocence” is Al- 
len Dunne, 18-year-old draf- 
tee, assigned to an Army 
Motor Pool staff in Nurem- 
berg in 1945, soon after 
World War II has ended. The 
city still is haunted with the 
crumbled ruins of Allied 
bombings, thronged by hun- 
gry and homeless Germans 
willing to trade cameras and 
watches, virtue and the rem- 
nants of honor for) cigarettes, 
candy bars, and soap. Among 
them are small-time Nazis, 
famished children, and a 
warm of frauleing, accessible 
and willing. 


AT FIRST Dunne holds 
apart, but soon succumbs to 
the prevalent G.I. “fraterniza- 
tion.” He loses his own inno- 
cence to a charming and ex- 


perienced siren, then in turn 


causes the downfall of a 
young German girl whose 
purity has matched his own. 
Their destruction is pre- 
dictable, inevitable, in the de- 
eay which surrounds them— 
a degradation which is the 
spirit of the time, the place, 
and the age. Against this 
harsh, discordant chorus of 
calloused and hardened troop- 
ers, Buckley introduces a 
pure and lovely melody of 
young love. It is in his sure 
mastery of this counterpoint 
that he has demonstrated his 
choicest writing gift. The 
mingled music of idealism 
and hope stands out most 
strikingly in contrast with 
the strains of hate and lust. 
For his understanding of 
the human heart this young 
novelist has taken a first, long 
stride on what may well be a 
road of high achievement,

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Kenneth Callahan in St. Louis 


From Northwest Mystic Group of Subjective Painters 


By GEORGE McCUE 


IF, IN THE NEXT FEW weeks. a 
turbulent sort of fantasy makes itself 
felt in paintings by Washington Univer- 
sity fine arts students, that could be the 
working of the Kenneth Callahan yeast. 
Callahan is one of the group of vibrantly 
introspective artists in Seattle who are 
known as the Northwest Mystics. He 
spent sevéral days in St. Louis while an 
exhibition of his paintings was in prog- 
ress, Watching students at work. chat- 
ting with them about such problems as 
how to deal with the foot on a full- 
figure painting that has run out of can- 
vas, and, between times, talking shop 
with painters on the faculty. 


Periodically, the University is host 
to a visiting painter of strongly indi- 
vidual style. Students are exposed to 
the influence of his personality and of 
his work to the fullest extent possible 
within the limitations of the visitor's 
time and physical endurance. The effect 
is to invigorate their work and to put 
outside sanction on what instructors 
have been telling them. 


Under this practice, several painters 
of international reputation have been 
invited to the campus for periods rang- 
ing from a few days to a couple of years. 


CALLAHAN STOPPED OVER 
on his way from the west coast to Wash- 
ington, where he was to make final ar- 
rangements for an experiment in global 
understanding. The United States Infor- 
mation Agency, apparently mindful of 
the resounding good will attending the 
visits of such tourists as Weightlifter 
Paul Anderson and Hornblower Louis 
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Armstrong, is investing in a year's tour 
of paintings and sculptures. 

There will be two groups of them, one 
to be circulated in Europe, the other 
in the Orient and Australia. Although 
the art shows are scheduled, at least 
tentatively, to skirt around Iron Curtain 
areas, it is conceivable that either one 
could be rerouted if a Communist or 
satellite country were to make a wel- 
coming gesture. Callahan is to travel 
with the European show as curator. 


As Dean Kenneth Hudson of the Fine 
Arts School remarked while Callahan 
was here, a great many American art- 
ists are seen abroad but not many Amer- 
ican art works. Most Americans are 
vastly more familiar with European art 
movements and with individual Euro- 
pean art works than Europeans are with 
ours. Hudson recalled that one major 
European gallery he visited just a few 
years ago had a single modern Ameri- 
can work in its collections—a Grandma 
Moses painting, and one of her. less 
successful efforts at that. 


THE ART WORKS selected for this 
year-long presentation of America to 
the peoples abroad comprise 30 paint- 
ings and 11 sculptures in each show. 
The paintings are the works of Callahan, 
Mark Tobey, Guy Anderson and Morris 
Graves, all of Seattle, the wheelhorses 
of the Northwest Mystic group whose art 
is distinctively of their region. The 
sculptors are Rhys Caparn, David Hare, 
Ezio Martinelli and Seymour Lipton, all 
of New York. 


It is rather curious that the two 
groups were selected in this way, for

they represent closely concentrated 
rather than diversified examples of 
American art work. However, there are 
arguments in favor of a traveling show 
with a certain unity, which these will 
have; choosing such small shows for 
such big jobs could bring on involve- 
ment in an endless quibble, and it looks 
as though the Gordian knot was cut in 
the State Department's most forth- 
right tradition — sculptures from the 
East, paintings from the West, and away 
we go. 

In Callahan, America sheuld be well 
represented. The painter, 51 years old, 
is quiet-spoken, rather slight, partly 
bald and fond of a small briar pipe. He 
is a willing conversationalist, and oc- 
casional pungencies emerge through his 
generally mild and relaxed manner. On 
painting, he talks with point and pur- 
pose. If a casting director were looking 
for somebody to be billed simply as 
The Man on the Street, Callahan would 
be a likely nomination, but he might 
end up as a counter-attraction. 


CALLAHAN’S PAINTINGS belie 
his unassuming exterior, for they surge 
with cosmic disturbances and primordial 
upheavals of rocks and crags, and with 
an electrically charged atmosphere in 
which human figures and hosts of fan- 
tastic creatures of the painter's own in- 
vention often stream through space as 
though borne on great air currents. His 
treatment of space and his wiry, other- 
world creatures charging or being help- 
lessly drawn through it seem to have 
something in common with works of 
William Blake, the British mystic. 

All four of the Seattle painters have 
readily identified individual styles, but 
the mystical treatment of life and the 
universe pervades all their works. 

To keep his quality high, Callahan 
has reduced his life to the simplest 
terms. He and Mrs. Callahan have a 
modest home and a mountain lodge, and 
he works in both places, sometimes 
roving the mountains with their 21-year- 
old son. The artist has several pupils, 
with whom he works individually. He 
sends his paintings, in batches of eight 
or 10, to his New York agent. 

“Whenever the gallery makes a couple 
of good sales,” Callahan said here, “I 
just tell the students to work on their 
own for a while and I paint or roam 
around until the money is gone. Then 
I start teaching again.” Income from a 
Sunday column he writes for the Seattle 
Times helps the household maintain its 
easy pace. 


CALLAHAN REFRAINS from 
making portentous statements about the 
status of the arts, and one gathers that 
he prefers to let his paintings speak for 
themselves. He does a good deal of 
sketching in mountain rambles,. studies 
the sketches in his studio and lets the 
paintings evolve. 

“Some paintings look like pictures,” he 
said‘to one student in Bixby Hall. “There 


is only one purpose in the process of. 


painting, and that is to try to make art.” 


The Purpose of Education 


Illinois Professor Attacks “Life Adjustment” Theory

IN THE FACE of considerable pub- 
licity about the need for more schools 
and teachers, there is a danger of 
overlooking the fundamental educational 
problem facing Americans today—what's 
the purpose of education? For the past 
several decades the prevailing answer 
has been that education's aim is to de- 
velop the child’s mind and personality 
so that he will become a well adjusted 
member of society. In the last few 
years, however, this life adjustment 
theory has come increasingly under at- 
tack as impossible, unnecessary or un- 
wise. 

Professor Harry Fuller, a botanist at 
the University of Illinois, is one of the 
best known critics of current trends in 
American education. The waspish Wash- 
ington University graduate became in- 
terested in public education as the re- 
sult of handling 1000 freshman botany 
students who were notably deficient in 
English, composition, geography and 
mathematics. The fact that many of the 


_ prospective science teachers whose study 
_ he supervised decided not to become 


teachers worried him. Also, by his own 


admission, “I like teaching more than 


anything else in the world.” 

Fuller is outspoken about the handi- 
caps he thinks teachers are laboring un- 
der. His wife will let him attend P.T.A. 
meetings only when he promises to keep 
quiet. As a co-founder, with Arthur 


_ Bestor, of the Council on Basic Edu- 


cation, he can speak for many university 


_ Professors who are worried about what

their pupils do and do not learn in grade 
school and high school. 


IN A RECENT INTERVIEW 
Fuller was asked just what he would do 


_ to build a better school, in the unlikely 


event he were named a school superin- 
tendent. In reply he stated, “I should 
make it clear that the primary purpose 
of the school is to give students a thor- 
ough training in reading, writing, arith- 
metic and science. If the schools don’t 
do this, no other institution will.” To 
earn a high school diploma he would re- 
quire average and above-average stu- 
dents to study four years of English 
grammar, composition and literature, a 
year of elementary algebra and a year 
of plane geometry, a year of geography, 
two years of the. history of western 
civilization, one year of biology and one 
year of physical science. About 30 per 
cent of the student’s time would be left 
free for academic electives such as for- 
eign languages and advanced mathe- 
matics. With one-third of today’s high 
School graduates going to college, he 
Said that such minimum requirements 
for students of 100 I.Q. and above is an 
absolute necessity, since colleges will 
soon be unable to give studenis remedial 
courses to correct earlier deficienéies. 
For below-average students Fuller 
Would lower the required number of 
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academic courses and offer more train- 
ing in. vocational and mechanical sub- 
jects. These students would get a di- 
ploma without the statement, ‘recom- 
mended for college entrance.” 

“WHY NOT RECOGNIZE intel- 
lectually superior performances?” he de- 
manded. “We do it in sports, so why 
not in studies? It might help remind 
people just what our schools are for.” 
Giving different diplomas would cut 
down on the number of college drop- 
outs, as high as 50 per cent at Illinois, 
by preventing unqualified students from 
even entering the colleges. Students 
would be allowed to choose which course 
they would prefer to follow, but sub- 
ject matter wouldn't be watered or grad- 
ing standards lowered so that all stu- 
dents could boast of a diploma from the 
college preparatory course. 

“Having the right course titles doesn't 
guarantee a good school,” Fuller point- 
ed out, adding that education is only as 
good as the teachers who give it. Ideally 
teachers should have the same pay, re- 
spect and professional freedom as doc- 
tors and lawyers, he asserted. As a 
practical salary schedule in a larger city 
he would set a minimum of about $4200 
and a maximum about $8000. (In the 
St. Louis public schools the minimum 
salary is $3600; the maximum, $6200). 

Higher pay of itself will not create 
more and better teachers, the professor 
added. Prospective teachers should 
spend less time in college studying 
methods of teaching and more time in 
studying what they will teach, he de- 
clared. For example, this summer Wash- 
ington University will offer a course in 
the “practical aspects of science teaching 
in the elementary and high schools.” The 
catalogue says the course “assumes no 
previous knowledge of science.” Fuller 
would fight hard to reduce the minimum 
number of education courses required by 
state law for teacher certification. 


TO GIVE TEACHERS more time 
for advanced study and for work with 
pupils Fuller would greatly lighten the 
number of administrative and super- 
visory tasks pushed on them by school 
heads. “Too often we expect teachers 
to be ticet-takers, monitors, clerks and 
dramatic coaches, and we, and they, for- 
get about their principal duty—to teach 
the mind,” he pointed out. 

Much saving in time would naturally 
follow from a cut-back in extra-curricu- 
lar activities. “I've heard too many 
principals assert that extra-curricular 
activities are just as important as class- 
room work,” he said. “This simply 
isn’t true if you think of a school as a 
place for children to learn their r’s, and 
learn them well. There are lots of in- 
stitutions—the Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, 
the Y, and, may I even suggest, the 
American home—that can teach good 
manners, dancing and basket-weaving,” 
he said. . 


S 


The emphasis on extra-curricular ac- 
tivities has developed from a prostitu- 
tion of the ideas of John Dewey, Fuller 
charged. He said he felt Dewey's orig- 
inal emphasis upon society as in a state 
of continual flux had been perverted to 
justify an educational dogma that “so- 
cialization” is as important a duty for 
schools as intellectual training. 
CUTTING DOWN on after-school 
activities would be combined with cut- 
ting down on in-school activities. “‘Chil- 
dren and téachers need freedom from 
distraction if they are to get full use 
of the school day,” the professor de- 
clared, “If children are not trained to 
concentrate in school, they probably will 
not be able to concentrate later in life. 
Concentration is an essential ability for 
later self-education. Children are nat- 
urally restless enough without school 
heads distracting them with bulletins and 
routine-destroying meetings. 

To achieve this goal quickly and sim- 
ply Fuller would yank out public ad- 
dress outlets in classrooms, put tele- 
vision sets under lock and key and elim- 
inate assembly programs without basic 
educational merit. Part of his vehe- 
mence is the result of seeing a daugh- 
ter’s junior high school classes inter- 
rupted last fall so she could watch the 
World Series on television. 

Building the power of concentration 

is necessary to build individual self- 
reliance. Life adjustment theorists em- 
phasize adaptation to a group's norms, 
rather than to one’s own inner prefer- 
ences. Prof. Fuller winces at this 
thought. In pointing out its limitations, 
he noted that Socrates, Christ, Moham- 
med, Luther, Galileo and Beethoven had 
been conspicuous failures in adjusting 
to their environments, _ 
AS A FINAL ITEM in his list of 
educational do’s and don'ts, the Uni- 
versity of Illinois teacher advocated re- 
ducing the link between school and com- 
munity. Schools are too often given 
jobs that others should do, such as col- 
lecting waste paper and marching tn 
parades. 

Although Fuller’s ideas are directly 
opposed to much of today’s educational 
theory, he thinks his views are gaining. 
Some reforms he recommends could be 
put into effect quickly, others would be 
dependent upon revision of state edu- 
cational requirements by slow-moving 
state legislatures. 

Although one superintendent can have 
a big effect in a limited area, the con- 
trolling element in the future direction 
of American education is the voter— 
and the non-voter—in tens of thousands 
of school elections around the country. 
This is as true in St. Louis as anywhere 
else. The voters are the final judges of 
school administraters, who are the men 
immediately charged with giving con- 
crete answers to the question: What's 
the purpose of education?

Symphony Returns 


Rubinstein to Play Two Concertos 


PIANIST ARTUR RUBINSTEIN will be the final 
soloist of the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra's subscription 
series of concerts at the Opera House Saturday night at 8:40 
o'clock and Sunday at 3 p.m. These will be the orchestra's 
first concerts here since a three-week tour of southern and 
southwestern states and will be the next to the last pair of 
concerts of the season. Viadimir Golschmann will conduct. 

Rubinstein will play a different concerto at each concert: 
Saturday the Chopin Concerto No. 2 in F minor, Sunday 
Rachmaninoff{'s Second Concerto in C Minor. 

The orchestra will also play two separate programs. The 
Satucday offerings will be Mendelssohn's Fourth (Italian) 
Symphony and Richard Strauss’s ‘‘Metamorphosis” for 23 solo 
string instruments. Completing Sunday's program will be 
Schubert's Symphony No. 8 (Unfinished) and Respighi's 
“Rossiniana,” a suite freely transcribed from Rossini's “Les 
Riens.” “Rossiniana” is among the orchestra's recordings 
recently released by Columbia. 


THIS WILL BE Rubinstein’s sixteenth appearance with 
the orchestra since his debut here in the 1937-38 season. He 
has appeared with the symphony more frequently than any 
living performer. 

Last season the 68-year-old pianist officially “ignored” the 
fact that that year marked the fiftieth anniversary of his first 
appearance in the United States. Nevertheless he played 17 
major works for piano and orchestra in the space of 13 days 
before sold-out houses at Carnegie Hall.

chorus of La Scala are em- 
ployed in the proceedings 
and Herbert von Karajan is 
the conductor. Mme. Callas 
throws herself into the role 
with a conviction that makes 
plausible the desperate emo- 
tions which are supposed to 
be animating the lady she 
impersonates, Indeed a fierce 
ardor is characteristic of all 
the singing in this produc- 
tion. The purely vocal sound 
is not always pure or smooth 
for Mme. Calla’s voice grows 
“white” and wavering under 
pressure. Mme. Barbieri, too, 
is afflicted with a tremolo at 
times. Stefano and Panerai, 
however, demonstrate both 
an appropriate style and af- 
fecting vocal quality. Kara- 


jan's direction is excellent as 
to tempo arid general model- 
ing. (Angel, three 12-inch 
LPs in album.) 


A SECOND RECORD- 
ING which presents Cesare 
Siepi in an “Operatic Ke- 
cital” is composed of ex- 
cerpts from Mozart's “Mar- 
riage of Figaro” and “Don 
Giovanni” and Verdi's “La 
Forza del Destino,” all sung 
to orchestral accompaniments. 
In addition to solo arias such 
as “Non Piu Andrai” from 
“Figaro” and the Champagne 
aria from “Don Giovanni,” 
Siepi delivers a couple of 
duets and trios in associa- 
tion with Renata Tehbaldi, 
Mario del Monaco and Hilde 
Gueden. Siepi, the best of the 
Italian bass-baritones since the 
retirement of Pinza, is in good 
form for all performances.

LEONID KOGAN, the 
Russian violin virtuoso, 
makes an impressive demon- 
stration of technique, tem- 
perament and tonal beauty in 
a recording of the Vieux- 
temps Concerto No. 5 in A 
Minor, Sarasate’s Carmen 
Fantasy and the Saint-Saens 
Introduction and Rondo Cap- 
riccioso, He is accompanied 
by the State Radio Orches- 
tra of the U.S.S.R. with Vas- 
sily Nebolsin and Alexander 
Gauk ag conductors, (West- 
minster, one 12-inch LP.) 
None of these compositions is 
first-rate and Kogan's treat- 
ment of the Carmen music is 
too emotional. What should 
impress the listener, however, 
is the easy accommodation of 
his technique to the large and 
small demands of the artistic 
impulse, Phrase and line are 
inflected quite as naturally 
as in the voice of a sensitive 
and well-trained singer. 


BELA BARTOK’S Mu- 
sic for Strings, Percussion 
and Celesta gets a dashing 
and highly finished perform- 
ance by the Concertgebouw 
Orchestra under Eduard van 
Beinum. The extraordinary 
sonorities employed in this 
work are by no means its 
only distinction; it has a 
strong logic and coherence 
of organization and a greater 
degree of melodic expressive- 
ness than one finds in most 
advanced modern works. 
Stravinsky's orchestral ver- 
sion of “The Song of the 
Nightingale” is also well per- 
formed in the same record- 
ing though it lacks an ideal 
flexibility.

Civic Music Plans ~* 


Artists Chosen for Next Season 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


THE CIVIC MUSIC LEAGUE will conclude its season 
next Tuesday evening and for the first time in its history can 
report that every performance was sold out. They were sold 
out, in fact, before the season started and some 400 additional 
applicants for subscriptions had to be placed on a waiting list. 
This record is so much at variance with the usual experience 
of musical enterprises in St. Louis that it is worth considering 
for a few moments... The explanation seems to be simple. 
The organization had a good product and its workers went out 
and sold it. 


Inspired by this success the Civie officers hope to repeat 
it during the season of 1957 and ‘58 and according to Stuart 
Chambers, president of the organization, the list of attractions 
should justify a heightened interest. 


CERTAINLY THE SEASON will have its elements 
of novelty. The “Three Piano Festival” which will be pre- 
sented by Pierre Luboshutz, Genia Nemenoff and Boris Gold- 
ovsky will be devoted to several classic concertos for one, two 
and three pianos accompanied by string orchestra. Goldovsky, 
who is both a pianist and conductor, will conduc’ several of 
these performances with Luboshutz and Nemenoff as soloists 
both singly and in tandem. Goldovsky will also take his turn 
at the piano while Luboshutz conducts. 


Also new to St. Louis will be a production by the National 
Ballet of Canada with 70 dancers and an orchestra. This bal- 
let will be going into its sixth season after its organization 
by a private group known as the National Ballet Guild. Its 
artistic director is Celia Franca, formerly a member of the 
Sadler's Wells Ballet of London. 


OPERA WILL BE REPRESENTED on the season's 
program by a performance of Verdi's “La Traviata” staged 
by Desire Defrere. The performing organization will be the 
newly organized International Opera Co., which will appear 
on both the Community Concerts and Civic Music series and 
will be underwritten by these two groups. ‘La Traviata” will 
be sung in English. 

The Viennese pianist Paul Badura-Skoda will appear on 
the series for the first time. Numerous recordings made by 
Badura-Skoda in the postwar period brought him an extensive 
reputation in the United States before he had ever visited 
this country. His first recital at New York's Town Hall in 
1953 confirmed the impression of the record addicts that he 
was an impressive executant and an artist of marked sensi- 
bility. 


BLANCHE THEBOM, mezzo-soprano and Jan Peerce, 
tenor, will complete the list for the season. Both are leading 
members of the Metropolitan Opera Company and have per- 
formed in St. Louis several times both in opera and recital. 

Next to the Symphony Society the Civic Music League 
is the most Important St. Louis musical organization in the 
scope of its operation and in the number of people it reaches. 
It began operation in 1924 and has been responsible for the 
appearance of many first rank artists in St. Louis. 

As in the season now being concluded all seats will be 
reserved. No tickets will be sold for individual performances,

Sundown for Sunset’s Clubhouse, 


Or Ghosts of Old Golfing Toasts 


By Jack Rice 
The old clubhouse is being 
torn down at Sunset Country 
Club, and a shrine to golf's 
thirsty past is no more. The 
19th hole at Sunset has had a 
wealth of champions, men who 


‘could play great golf and knew | 


how to celebrate their talents. 
Sunset’s moldering clubhouse 

is a throwback to 1910. It is of 

wood, and rumored termites, 


with large verandas and small 
windows that conspired against 
letting in the sunlight and melt- 
ing the ice in the glass. Air 
conditioning will serve the same 
end in the new clubhouse, but 
the flavor won't be there. 
Neither will the spirits of the 
Hagens and the Armours and 
the Cruickshanks, and the oth- 
‘er knickered noblemen who | 
knew all the cups in golf 
weren't for putting. 

Johnny Manion was pro at 
Sunset from 1920 to 1937, and 
it was a complete era. He saw 
the game go full cycle, or from 
prohibition to repeal, from the 
overlapping toasts to the over- 
lapping grip. He remembers the 
fine things that happened at 
Sunset, to keep culture flowing. 

Too Many Lockets, 


“We put on the $10,000 Open 
there in 1930," Manion said. 
“We took in the $10,000 for the 
prizes all right, and we'd have 
made money, but we put a bot- 
tle of whisky and a bottle of 
gin in every locker, and there 
were 325 lockers. Nobody’d 
ever done that for the golfers 


before anywhere, and it was the 
start of the pros loving to come 
here for a tournament. But it 
sure helped us go in the hole.” 

The nineteenth hole at Sunset 
had remarkable restorative pow- 
ers and met the challenge of 
Walter Hagen. The great man’s 
first round at Sunset began 
poorly, with a smothered sec- 
ond shot, and a five on the first 
hole. There were people in the 
gallery suggesting to Hagen that 
it might be the better part of 
valor to plead sea-sickness, 
caused by the rolling ground, 
but Hagen put his trust in the 
clubhouse. “I'll be all right,” 
he said as he headed for it, and 
after conferring with the keeper 
of the Scotch, he was. He shot 
a 65, Manion recalled proudly, 
and after proper post-65 cere- 
monies, they went from Sunset's 
grand nineteenth 
dinner, At midnight. 


Strictly Business Now. 


“Today, the pros are all like 
bricklayers,” said Manion, “‘They | 
collect their twenty dollars for 
the day and fold their tools and 
go home to rest up for another 
day’s work. They don’t hang 
around the clubhouse and pass 
the time with the members any 
more.” 


It is part of the Sunset legend 
that one prominent Scot passed 
so much time that he was un- 
able to get past the fourth hole 
in the St. Louis Open, one grand 
day in the early 30’s Far from 


all by making it back to the 
clubhouse and resuming the 
hospitality where he had left 
off.

ONA FREEMAN was stereotyped as an angel face for so long that studio heads 
refused to believe she would ever grow up. Today, still vivacious, fresh-faced

“Do you like television acting better 
than movies?" we inquired. 

"It's harder work and in a way more 
frightening,” she said as she lifted her 
Siamese kitten into her lap. Tyo small 
dogs, “Smog,” a Yorkshire terrier, and 
“Sir Darby Kelly,” a Maltese, went rac- 
ne by her feet, almost upsetting her 
coffee cup. 

“But | think a character can be sus- 
tained better in television than in a 
movie role,” she added.

seeing her. Buoyant and excited, Mona 
hurried to Hollywood, aglow with 
dreams of a great career.

But you also have the right to keep your tax down to 
the minimum by using all the deductions and claims the 
law allows you. This is called “tax avoidance,” and it’s 
as legal and proper as going to church. But “tax evasion” 
is something quite different. This means dodging taxes by 
dishonest means, and this can only lead to serious trouble— 
perhaps jail. 

There are two return forms for individuals: Form 
1040A for those whose incomes are less than $5000, and 
Form 1040 for those whose total gross incomes are $5000 
or more. 

Now, to get specific and see some of the ways you 
can hold your tax bill down. How much tax you pay de- 
pends on two things: Your gross income and the various 
deductions and exemptions permitted by law. Remember, 
you are not taxed on your gross income, but on the “net’— 
that is, what’s left after making your deductions. Just what 
constitutes “income” is a special problem in itself, and 
we'll cover that later. For the moment, we'll devote our- 
selves to the items you can charge off your income 
tax.

Under our present tax laws, there are several groups 
of deductions you can make—your personal exemption 
credit, charitable contributions, medical allowances, inter- 
est, taxes, and losses of various kinds. Let’s look at these 
more closely.

; That “personal exemption” item can be a 
fooler, simple though it is. The law says you can 
deduct $600 for each dependent, such ts your wife, 
’ children and others, supported by you. But it also 
allows you a $600 credit for yourself. Oddly 
enough this is overlooked by many taxpayers. And 
if you’re 65 or over, or blind, you get a double per- 
sonal credit—$1200 instead of $600.

@GIVE SPECIAL ATTENTION to the contributions you 
make to your church, charities, the Red Cross, Community 
Chest, and the like. Remember, this is not limited to your 
cash donations alone. It also includes the fair value of 
goods and supplies, such as clothing, food items, books, 
medical supplies, etc. You're also allowed to charge off 
actual out-of-pocket expenses incurred while performing 
free service for your church or charity, like telephone calls 
and travel expense, as long as you have not been reim- 
bursed. Incidentally, many stores and business firms which 
donate merchandise may find this provision helpful at 
tax-return time.

The “medical allowance” trips up many a tax- 
payer. You can only deduct medical costs if they 
exceed three per cent of your “adjusted gross in- 
come.” But, fortunately, the definition of medical 
costs is pretty broad, and covers a number of things. 
This includes not only doctors’ and hospital bills, 
medicines and drugs, but almost anything spent to 
maintain health, prevent illness, diagnosis, relief of 
suffering and treatment of many kinds, Thus, you 
can deduct (within the limits indicated above) false 
teeth, hearing aids, crutches, hospitalization and 
medica] insurance, cost of travel to and from doc- 
tors and hospitals, X-ray bills, vitamin tablets, etc.

@ DON’T FORGET interest charges when toting up your 
list of deductions. Most of us borrow money for one reason 
or another nowadays, so this item of interest is something 
to think about. You can deduct interest on your mortgage, 


bank loans, personal notes, or loans on insurance policies 
(except in the case of single-payment life policies.) 

On one type of loans, the law makes a special case 
regarding interest charges. This is on installment loans— 
the kind you run into when you buy a car, radio, furniture 
or anything else on the pay-as-you-go plan. Unless the rate 
of interest is spelled out in the loan agreement, the Gov- 
ernment assumes it is six per cent. Thus, you can deduct a 
flat six per cent on the unpaid balance of any installment 
loans still outstanding. | 

Now for another important group of deductions—local 
taxes. Real estate and other local levies have gone up 
sharply in some areas in recent years, so it pays to check 
| any possible deductions you might have in this group. You 
bs can write off state and local income taxes, state and local 
‘. sales taxes, state gasoline taxes, auto license fees, school

A careful check-up. of your various classes of deduc-

Miami Beach, city of stagger-

or grimly playing gin. Only 
four in water. “Once a season,” 
said a hotel man, “oncé a sea- 
son we drain and clean the pool.

Variety in single package.

OW, go down below Fif- 
N teenth street, another world, 

another Miami Beach. Here 
life has a different purpose: To 
save blankets, not burn them, 
Here you find the pensioners, 
the widows and stenographers 
living in hotels where the rates 
are $8 a day and less. Or in 
small efficiency apartments 
rented from natives who spend 
the season in their garage. 


Here, the swimming pools are 
scarce, the lobbies are smaller 
(although each has its inevitable 
TV set and card room), the 
decor is less exotic and might 
loosely be termed Florida 
modern. 


This is not the Cadillac or 
mink set. They come by bus 
and train and plane, almost al- 
ways coach, not first class. They 


-sit on open porches, not behind 


walls of glittering glass. They 
use the ocean more, they dance 
and sing folk songs on the 
beach in city-sponsored pro- 
grams and they generally seem 
less bored. 


Here are the careful com- 
parative shoppers. They will 
spend their first two or three 
days in Miami surveying rates 
until they settle on one. Bar- 
gaining over rates is not in- 
frequent. And the need to save 
money on food leads to some 
rollicking contretemps. 


The city, which has an ordi- 
nance against cooking in hotel 
rooms, has a man whose sole 
job is that of “hot plate inspec- 
tor.” He's kept busy. Tourists 
smuggle hot plates, portable re- 
frigerators and food up to their 
rooms, 


Living this way has its own 
excitement. As soon as dinner 
is over, the dishes are washed 
in the bathroom. Then dishes, 
hot plate and refrigerator have 
to be hidden in drawers or suit- 
cases. Sometimes, however, the 
best cover-up fails. The odor of 
cooking cabbage drifts down a 
hotel corridor and the culprits 
give themselves away. 


Some hotels have communal 
kitchens in the basement sanc- 
tioned by law. Guests share 
refrigerators and stoves. This, 
too, sometimes leads to difficul- 
ties: Territorial disputes over 
refrigerator space or the owner- 
ship of a boiled chicken. 


Dinner out is dinner in small 
restaurant or cafeteria. Again 
a special world unto itself. Old 


chums from Brooklyn or Chi- 
cago’s west side are reunited. 
For the widows, there are pro- 
fessional matchmakers ready to 
arrange a wedding over the 
chopped liver. 


To save money, strangers will 
share a hotel room, This, too, 
has led to fights, real hair- 
pulling contests, between old 
ladies, between snorers and 
anti-snorers, between advocates 
of the open window policy and 
those allergic to the night air. 


Miami’s two worlds, below 
and above Fifteenth street, over- 
lap somewhat. The two types 
of tourists worship the sun 
equally and both urgently re- 
quire a deep tan for the folks 
back home. Both like to be 
reminded of the bad weather up 
north and, thus, Miami is one 
of the few cities in the world 


where a local paper will carry a 
banner headline on the tem- 
perature 1500 miles away. 

One other strategy unites the 
two worlds. There are down- 
town tourists who come uptown 
regularly. Precisely at 6:10 
p:m. they show up for a drink 
at Harry’s New York bar in the 
Eden Roc, for example. They 
are not drinkers but they order 
one drink. At 6:12, the hot 
hors d’ouevres tray comes 
around free. They load up on 
that and then retire to Wolfies 
for dessert and coffee. ... 
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TRANGE place Miami, a city 
S of leisure in frenetic’ motion. 

. «+ Always building, rebuild- 
ing, moving north. Some 50 
hotels built since the war. A 
25-year-old hotel is prehistoric. 
A five-year-old hotel is merely 
old. A three-year-old hotel ren- 
ovates or adds a wing, anything 
to‘suggest brand-new newness. 

“I’m staying at the Ameri- 
cana, this year’s hotel, of course. 
Where you at?” 

“This year’s hotel! Why, say, 
I'm staying at one still under 
construction.” 

Joke but symptomatic fact. 
This year’s hotel must worry 
about next year’s. And there's 
one going up now, the 610-room 
Deauville. Will it be the most 
lavish, will it charge the most? 

“T don’t see how,” says Larry 
Tisch, president of the Ameri- 
cana. “Listen, I could have 
solid gold bathtubs here and not 
be able to charge more. There's 
a limit, like the sound barrier.” 

Miami Beach, pride, envy, on- 
ward and upward ,.. overheard 
among sightseers wandering 
through the Greco - modern 
splendors of the Eden Roc:

“You'd be surprised how the 
‘this year’s hotel’ idea affects 
people. We've had regular 
guests who will try the newest 
or biggest hotel for awhile. 
Maybe they can afford it, maybe 
they can't. 


“So they spend the first few 
days writing home on the new 
hotel’s stationery. Then they 
become aware there are guests 
richer than they are. They begin 
to feel uncomfortable and next 
week they’re back here.” 


But why try to spend more? 
Why the constant motion, the 
urge to burn so many blankets? 


The question was put to Dr. 
Jack Kapcham, social psycholo- 
gist at the University of Miami. 
It was he who was reminded 
of the Kwakiutl Indians. He 
added: 


“It’s part of our culture. You 
ean find it among Texans and 
others of great new’ wealth. 
Some of these people can get a 
sense of self-esteem only by 
what they spend and the sym- 
bols of lavishness they have. 
The cost becomes more satis- 
fying than the intrinsic value. 


“Older money is quieter. 
New money needs to be heard. 
Thus, to some people down 
here, the amount they lose at 
the track is more important to 
their ego than the amount they 
win. After all, anybody with 
luck can win a lot, Only a rich 
man can afford to lose huge

their money in manufacturing 
or wholesale groceries. They 
come down here and their ego 
is taken by the idea of building 
their own palatial hotel. Also, 
their instinct for making 
money. 


“They don’t have the kind of 
money that builds hotels. They 
don't have the experience, so 
the banks or mortgage com- 
panies won't lend them the 
money. So they find others like 
themselves, with no experience, 
and they take in partners. One 
is supposed to run the hotel, 
the other four partners are sup- 
posed to remain silent. 


“But after three weeks, 
everybody is an expert. Every 
partner wants to run the place. 
It’s like a man buying govern- 
ment bonds. After he has them 
a few months, on the basis of 
that experience he thinks he’s 
entitled to a post in the cabi- 
a. 


Miami Beach, city of startling 
sights. . . .

LONDON, March 9 (INS). 


HE PLEASANT little wait- 
T ing room of Dr. John Bod- 

kin Adams was beginning 
to fill with patients awaiting 
the start of morning office 
hours when the immaculately 
dressed man with the quiet 
smile walked through the door. 


Courteously, he asked the 
doctor to step into the privacy 
of the examining room. And 
then, in cultured tones, De- 
tective-Superintendent Herbert 
Wheeler Hannam charged 
Adams: 


“That you did on a day of 
November 1950, in the county 
Borough of Eastbourne, mur- 
der Edith Alice Morrell.” 

The date was Dec. 19, 1956. 
It was four months after Brit- 
ain’s “gentleman detective” had 
stepped off the train from Lon- 
don in the sedate channel coast 
town of Eastbourne. 

Hannam spent those months 
exercising the skills and tal- 
ents which have won for him 
at the age of 48, a reputation 
as one of the most brilliant 
operatives of fahled Scotland 
Yard 


Hannam’s sartorial elegance 
and impeccable manners have 
earned him the title of “The 
Count” among colleagues and 
criminals alike. 

From the time he entered 
the Yard's criminal investiga- 
tion department, mecca of most 
ambitious British policemen, 
the erect, broad - shouldered 
Hannam built a reputation as 
the man who brought charm 
into the Yard's cold and ruth- 
less battle against crime.

N the early summer of 1956,

shrewdness to extract hard

Hannam was the obvious 
choice. One of “The Count’s” 
particular talents is his ability 
to get people to talk. The talent 
apparently is based on his own 
tendency to talk little—and on 
his charm. 


One noted confidence trick- 
ster being questioned by Han- 
nam suddenly realized he had 
talked too much. Disgustedly, 
he told the smiling detective: 

“You're too bloody charm- 
ing.” 

If it worked on criminals, the 
. technique was bound to be suc- 
cessful with the elderly ladies 
and gentlemen of Eastbourne. 
And so, in August, Hannam and 
his aides descended on the Sus- 
sex coast town. 


His slim figure, clad in a 
dark gray suit, soon became a 
familiar one in the streets, the 
villas and the mansions. Fastidi- 
ously, politely and relentlessly 
he dug for facts. Thus he built 
up his case. Finally, he had 
what he felt he needed. And so 
on that December morning, the 
“gentleman detective” donned 
his dark topcoat and carefully- 
brushed black derby and set out 
for Doctor Adams's office. 


When the news broke later 
that day, most of the frail old 
ladies of Eastbourne were 
shocked and horrified to learn

that “that nice gentleman from 
Scotland Yard” had arrested 
their popular and friendly 
doctor. 


Only once has Hannam been 
known to drop his impeccable 
manner. It was while question- 
ing a man he had arrested for 
two of the most brutal murders 
Britain had known for some 
years. For once, Hannam forgot 
the customary “Mister” he uses 
with even the most hardened 
criminals and addressed the 
prisoner abruptly by his sur- 
name. 
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T was during the investiga- 

tion of the “Towpath mur- 

ders,” a case which brought 
the full glare of publicity on 
soft-spoken Hannam. Until the 
case, Hannam had remained an 
enigma at the Yard. He had 
made few friends and preferred 
the. “lone wolf” tactic in gain- 
ing his reputation as an ace 
“thief catcher.” 


It did not add to his popular- 
ity that he also had become 
the Yard's “trouble-shooter,” in- 
vestigating with ruthlessness 
and skill any allegation of cor- 
ruption or bribery in the police. 

But he had remained virtual- 
ly unknown to the general pub- 
lic, since joining the metropol- 
itan police force in 1927. For 
two years he pounded a lonely 
beat along the river Thames at 
Teddington, in Surrey county. 
Even at that time, his superiors 
noted with approval the young 
officer’s carefully p uni-

Laughter rocked the Old 
Bailey, London’s famous 
criminal court. The be-wig- 
ged Lord Chief Justice God- 
dard even managed a dig- 
nified snicker.

Tactfully, he called 
another witness. 


and boots. He was known as an 
ambitious man who put in long 
hours of study to augment his 
secondary school education. His 
diligence paid off for him in 
1933 when he was promoted to 
the CID department of the 
Yard. Twenty years later he had 
risen through the ranks to chief 
inspector, possessed an immac- 
ulate wardrobe, and had earned 
a reputation as a brilliant, am- 
bitious individualist. 


It was in 1953, the year of 
Queen Elizabeth's coronation 
that Hannam had his first 
chance to take charge of a 
murder inquiry. Normally, a 
chief inspector is too junior a 
rank to take charge of a mur- 
der case, but most of Hannam’s 
superiors were busy on corona- 
tion duities. 


And so “The Count,” as he 
was dubbed by his colleagues, 
began the search for the “Tow- 
path murderer.” The. case in- 
volved the sadistic and brutal 
slaying of two young girls, Bar- 
bara Songhurst, 16, and Chris- 
tine Reed, 18. Their bodies, 
ravished and battered, were re- 
covered from the Thames, at 
Eddington in Surrey. It was 
the place where Hannam had 
begun his career. 

For weeks, he drove himself 
and his aides to exhaustion, 
checking and counter-checking 
statements and facts. He had 
a reputation for knowing what 


he wanted and insisted on get- 


ting it, sometimes despite op- 
position from his superiors. 
On the Towpath murder 
case, he wanted a three-mile 
stretch of the river drained be- 
cause he believed the murder 
weapon and a bicycle belonging 
to one of the girls were on the 
river bed. It meant inconven- 
fencing hundreds of houseboat 
owners.

Half-turning to the 
jury, he quietly and firmly re- 
plied:

It’s absolutely with 
out the slightest speck of truth. 
I am pleased to deny it.” 

Hannam was promoted to su- 
perintendent for his work on 
the case. 

The newspapers headlined: 
“Hannam of the Yard Denies 
Defense Allegation.” The dap- 
per detective who had come up 
the hard way must have glowed. 

“Hannam of the Yard!” 

It meant that he had 
rived.” 

In November, 1955, reports 
swept London of widespread 
corruption and bribery among 
officers patrolling the West End 
“Bright Lights” precinct, Police 
Commissioner Sir John Nott- 
Bower finally ordered Hannan 
to make a complete investiga- 
tion. 

For five months Hannam 
delved, questioned, and checked, 
searching for the truth and sub- 
stance amid fantasy and rumor. 
His 50,000-word report is said 
to be one of the most detailed 
pieces ‘of investigation ever 
submitted at the Yard. The re- 
port exonerated the majority of 
the policemen. A few were 
reprimanded.

Perhaps Hannam was more 
popular among the force at that 
particular time than at any 
other time. 

When Hannam is at work on 
an intricate case, he rarely dis- 
plays his dry sense of humor. 
But at the height of hearings at 
Eastbourne in the Dr. Adams 
case the detective walked into 
the hotel lounge for his pre- 
dinner glass of sherry. The 
room, normally deserted at that

The detective, who had turned 
the town upside down with a 
four-month inquiry before ar- 
resting the society doctor on a 
murder charge, asked the waiter 
in cultured tones:

Natural Resources 
Taking a Beating 
By Leonard Hall 


BROWNWOOD, Tex., March 9. 


T seems hardly fair for one who comes from the Ozarks, 
| where land use during the past century has been shock- 

ingly bad, to comment on the way other people treat their 
natural resources, Yet certain impressions build up as we 
drive through this vast em- 
pire which is Texas. And 
one of these impressions 
is that Texans still look 
upon their state as a fron- 
tier, where every resource 
must be exploited and 
turned into cash at the 
fastest possible rate, as 
though it might otherwise 
somehow escape. This is, I 
suppose, a natural human 
characteristic; yet its im- 
plications for the future 
are not too happy. 

The Texas Gulf Coast 
has a pleasant climate, 
with a rainfall of about 45 
inches at Beaumont and 
gradually declining to per- 
haps 28 inches at Browns- 
ville. Especially in the sec- 
tion known as the Coastal Bend from about Port Lavaca to 
Brownsville, but to some degree up to Galveston, much ef- 
fort has been made to develop the resort possibilities. Yet 
at the same time, every city and town pushes for more in- 
dustry and in fact the industrial development of the whole 
coastal region goes forward at a fast pace. There is oil both 
offshore and inshore. Aluminum, petro-chemicals, synthet- 
ics, carbon black (a product which covers the countryside 
for an area of about 100 square miles with a coat of black 
soot), oil refineries; these already dot the coastline and more 
are on the way. It rather seems to us that the Texas Gulf 
Coast can have either industry or recreation—and that it 
has already made up its mind for industry.

We spent one delightful, lazy day at Connie 
and Jack Hager’s Rockport Cottages in Rockport, 
which is one of the best birding spots not only on 
the coast, but on the continent. Here throughout 
the year the Hagers entertain birders from all over 
America who range from top-notch ornithologists 
to rank amateurs, Connie Hager ranks with the 
best of the professionals and during her 22 years 
here has built a “life list” of more than 400 species.

THIS HAS BEEN POSSIBLE because Rockport, lying 
on Liveoak Peninsula between Copano and Aransas Bays, 
has an ideal situation. It is close to the breeding colonies 
of countless waterbirds, is in the wintering range for a 
great many species of both waterfowl and song birds from 
all over the United States and Canada, and practically cen- 
ters on the great coastal flyway which many birds use on 
migration. Rockport is a pleasant resort town, with a small 
shrimping fleet, some sport fishing and pleasant homes lin- 
ing the shore. For our part, we hope it can stay that way 
for many years to come and so remain a mecca for both 
birds and bird watchers. 


While in Rockport we had an interesting talk with news- 
paper editor and AP representative Jack Baughman and con- 
firmed another impression about the Gulf Coast which had 
been growing on us. This is that, especially during the past 
50 to 75 years, a tremendous load of silt is being carried 
down into the Gulf bays by the rivers which flow from the 
higher inland country and especially from the Edwards Pla- 
teau which extends across the state from Del Rio at the 
mouth of Pecos river to the Staked Plains country; and also 
in the east from the Blackland Prairie. This eastern coun- 
try, drained by the Sabine, Neches, Trinity and Brazos, suf- 
fered severe erosion in the days before soil conservation 
was practiced in the cotton and rice country. In the western 
rivers—San Antonio, Colorado, Guadelupe, Atascosa and 
Nueces—erosion has been caused chiefly by over-grazing al- 
though farming has played some part,

The result, however, has been the same in both 
instances, Siltation has covered the oyster beds, 
filled in the coastal marshlands and cut both the 
sport and commercial fishing severely except at a 
few points. Marine life must have a favorable en- 
vironment just as surely as do the fresh water fishes 
and the land-dwelling forms of wildlife. Yet these 
are problems for Texans to contend with and solve 
if they can,

CERTAINLY they did not limit our enjoyment of cur 
one day of leisure in sunny Rockport; nor the fun, for a 
change, of bringing a couple of juicy steaks back to our cot- 
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tage and sitting down to a home-cooked meal. Having al- 
ready added a good many water and shore birds to our list 
in the Brownsville area, we did not add many in Rockport 


or work too hard at birding. Yet we did see the rather rare. 


Pyrrhuloxia, the Inca dove, ash-throated flycatcher, a large 
flock of vesper sparrows, the marbled godwit and a half- 
dozen ducks which we hadn't identified at Atascosa, as well 
as the American egret. 


Leaving Rockport and the Hagers with real regret, we 
drove straight north for 360 miles to Brownwood for our 
next lecture and still covered less than half the distance 
across this great state from south to north. In the week we 
had been on the Gulf Coast, things had greened up tre- 
mendously all along our way and the whole countryside 
looked better than we had seen it on our trips of three and 
six years ago. Perhaps the long seven-year drouth has not 
broken, yet much of the state has had more rain during the 
three weeks we have been here than in any spring since the 
drouth began. At Lampasas we stopped long enough to call 
Ruth Walker whom I mentioned last Sunday, and whose re- 
views often appear in the Post-Dispatch book columns. 
There wasn’t time for a visit but she said that Stanley was 
mowing the lawn’ for the third time this spring: an event 
unprecedented since they came home to Texas 10 years ago. 
From Brownwood we head straight west through steadily 
drier country to El Paso with a short stop in the Davis 
mountains, on which we-will report in a future column.

j SPRINGFIELD, Mo., March 9. 
T TAKES about three tons'of hay to put a cow through the 
winter. If a man has a hundred head, that’s 300 tons, which 


is a lot of hay. 


When times are normal and the rain falls as it should and 
the ground is moist and fertile, a farmer will grow just about 
as much hay as he needs to feed his cattle. He will have his 
hay loft filled to the brim and probably a couple of extra sheds as 
well. At the same time he'll be growing fall and winter pastures 


and his cows will be well-fed and contented. 


But it’s several years now 
since the dairy farmers of 
Southwest Missouri have had 
their lofts full of hay. And if a 


pasture of sudan grass or other ~ 


fall and winter forage holds 
out for as long as 30 days the 
farmer considers himself lucky. 
The ground is so dry nothing 
will grow, and so hard a plow 
can't turn it. 


The problem confronting the 
dairy farmers of Southwest Mis- 
souri today, after five years of 
drouth, is an elementary one. 
It’s simply this: How long can 
a man go on spending as high 
as $50 a day for hay before he 
goes broke? The answer, they 
will tell you, is just as simple: 
Not for long. 


A 65-year-old farmer stood 
beside his barn and looked out 
at his herd of HolStein cattle 
with a grave and speculative 
air. Although it wasn’t any- 
where near feeding time, the 
cows were standing around a 
feeding trough, looking at one 
another and the empty trough. 
Theirs was a grave and specu- 
lative air also. 


The farmer pushed back his 
cap and scratched his head. 
“They've given up,” he said re- 
signedly, “and so have I.” 

Cows, he explained, are smart- 
er than they look. They had 
long since realized the futility 
of grazing around over the 
fields looking for a few blades 
of grass. ‘They've just quit 
looking,” the farmer explained. 
“Now they just stand there and 
wait for me to bring the hay 
which I haul out from town 
two or three times a week.” 


The farmer’s name is R* W. 
Rollins. “I been farming for 
50 years,” he said. “Fifteen 
years on this place. I got 160 
acres, and I built up a good 
herd of 70 head. But I can’t 
stand it any longer. 


“I put out pasture of wheat 
and sudan grass, but they eat it 
off in a few weeks and it’s 
gone. In ordinary times such 
a pasture would keep them 
grazing all summer and have 
enough left to fill the silo. 
This past year I had no pas- 
ture. I don’t know how long 
it’s been now since there was 
anything in that silo. Why, I 
never even got out my mowing 
machines to mow the weeds last 
year. There wasn’t enough 
moisture to grow weeds. I’ve 
been paying $800 a month for 
hay. 

“I thought every year it 
would get better, but instead it 
gets worse. So, I'm quittin’. 
I’m going to sell the herd.” 

~*~ *« * 

ARMER ROLLINS will be 

just one of many who prob- 

ably will be selling their 
herds this spring, in the opinion 
of Clyde Clubb, County Farm 
Agent at Springfield, county 
seat of Greene county, which is 
as representative as any county 
in southwest Missouri of what 
five years of drouth have done 
to the farmer. 

The drouth in southwest Mis- 
souri, as in most other sections 
of the state, started back in 
1952. Normal rainfall in this 
part of Missouri is 40 inc es. 
In 1952 it had 29 inches, The 
next year it had 25 inches. In 
1954 it got up to 37 inches and 
the farmers began to take hope. 
But in 1955 it dropped down to 
28 inches again, and it was 28 
again in 1956. 

Green pastures and good 
crops of small grain are indis- 
pensablé to the farmers of 
southwest Missouri because 
they are predominantly dairy 
farmers. Almost 50 per cent of 
the income of the region comes 
from the sale of dairy products. 
Another 28 per cent comes 
from livestock and livestock 
products. 


But the cumulative effect of 
five years of dry weather has 
the ground in such shape that 
few farmers are even trying to 
sow small grain, Pastures are 
eaten off faster than they can 
grow, if they grow at all, and 
nothing can be raised to see the 
dairy herd through the winter. 

Last year, which was typical 
of most years of the drouth, 
farmers again seeded sudan 
grass and other summer pas- 
tures, but there was no mois- 
ture and the sun was hot and 
the cows were hungry, and by 
July that was gone. 


* * ¥ 

FARMER ordinarily doesn’t 
A start feeding hay until No- 

vember. Last year they 
started feeding it in July. When 
what hay they had was gone, 
there was nothing to do but buy 
hay, and if a man doesn’t have 
money to buy hay, says Clubb, 
he can do one of two things. 
He can borrow money and buy 
it, or he can sell off all his live- 
stock. | 

Farmers in Southwest Mis- 
souri are doing both. There 
were seven less producers in 
January than there were in De- 
cember. And there were 158 
fewer dairy farmers in Janu- 
ary this year than there were 
in January of 1956. Department 
of Agriculture figures show that 
the number of dairy cattle in 
Missouri is the lowest since 
1929. 

Some of the farmers, Clubb 
said, are giving up. Others are 
just hanging on, and a number 
have become part-time farmers, 
taking jobs wherever they can 
get them to meet expenses and 
tide them over. 

“Go out any road you want 
to,” said Clubb, “and you'll find 
three out of four farmers work- 
ing in town. Those who are not 
are just too old to get a job. If 
the men aren't working, the 
chances are their wives have a 
job in town. That’s about the 
only way they can make it.” 

Jack Goss is a 33-year-old 
farmer who lives near Fair 
Grove, in the north part of 
Greene county. His father was

a farmer before him, and Jack 
grew up on the farm, spent two 
years studying agriculture at 
the University of Missouri. 


“We've had drouths before,” 
he says, “and we could have sur- 
vived them better than we did 
with better farming methods. 
But better farming methods 
don’t do any good this time. 
The last two years I’ve gone far 

eyond the recommendations of 
the University of Missouri, and 
I still can’t make it. 


“I tried corn and it wouldn't 
grow. I went to sudan grass. 
The university last year recom- 
mended a third of an acre of 
sudan grass per cow. I planted 
an acre per cow—three times as 
much — and it didn’t last 30 
days. On small silage they rec- 
ommend a half acre a cow, and 
I planted an acre. I was out of 
silage on Dec. 15. I had to 
start feeding silage Aug. 15. I 
ordinarily start the first of the 
year.” 


* * * 


OSS lives in a white frame 
(j farm house, old but well pre- 

served. Or it had been well 
preserved. 

“It needs paint and it needs 
shingles,” he pointed out, “but 
a man can’t spend money to 
keep his house up when he’s 
going deep into debt every day 
to keep his cows alive. It’s one 
or the other. The house will 
just have to wait.” 


In the spring, Goss explained, 
his first spring crop is usually 
oats. He used to save some for 
grain, but he’s given that up. He 
takes all the stuff hé used to 
use for grain and puts it in sil- 
age. 

Then, he said, he used to put 
in a permanent pasture after 
the oats. This would normally 
pasture four cows to an acre 
for at least 30 days. For five 
years in a row he's gotten noth- 
ing. 

After that, he _ explained, 
comes sudan grass for a hot 
summer pasture, which should 
carry the herd through June, 
July and August, with some left 
for silage. In this weather he’s 
lucky to get 30 days of pasture 
and nothing left for silage. 


“And I put in three times 
as much as the experts recom- 
mended,” he added. “The only 
reason I had been getting 
through the winter is that I 
started on the first of August 
working the ground for fall pas- 
tures—wheat, rye and barley— 
and even in poor years this 
should carry you through until 
the ground freezes. 


“But last August I put in 119 
acres of fall grain and got 10 
days pasture for about 30 cows, 
and that isn’t good.” He rented 
an extra 40 acres and then re- 
cently another 50 acres, to try 
to grow more silage. 

Goss has a wife and an 11- 
year-old son, “We're not hun- 
gry,” he says, “but things are 
about as rough as they can get. 
My wife went to work in Spring- 
field. She works in a bank, 
and what she is making is help- 
ing get us through the winter. 

“Then I’ve kind of. linked up 
with my father, and we're work- 
ing on a sort of partnership 
basis. Otherwise I'd have been 


ruined long ago. He's farmed | 


here for years, and he’s sort of 
security for me at the bank.”

the poor producers and keep- 
ing the herd at the highest pos- 
sible standard. “But you can't 
cull the cows out like you 
should,” Goss explains, “be- 
cause you need them for securi- 
ty to. borrow money on. They're 
worth a lot more to you as col- 
lateral at the bank than they 
are as beef.” 


Goss took us out to the barn. 
Granaries were empty. Near the 
barn door were stacked some 
sacks of grain he had just 
bought from a seed company. 
We went up into the loft. The 
vast loft was empty except for 
28 bales of hay in one corner, 
which had just been delivered. 
“That’s about one day’s sup- 
ply,” he said. “The cows aren't 
on full feed—just enough to 
keep them from going dry, with, 
of course, the essential require- 
ments, I have to be careful. If 
they get in such poor shape 
they can’t recover, I’m lost.” 

x *« * 


E walked down to the pond, 
which was about half full. 
Goss admitted he was lucky. 
Many ponds are dry. There are 
two springs on the place. Both 
of them had dried up, but one of 
them, which fed into the pond, 
had recently started flowing a 
stream about the size of a pen- 
cil. “My father told me that 
until this drouth those two 
springs had never been dry in 
the memory of man.” 
We looked at the trench silo, 
a huge empty trench back of 
the barn. “Ordinarily there'd 
be so much left in there in the 
spring,” Goss said, “I’d have a 
hard time getting the cows to 
eat it up. I used to use corn 


silage, but that’s out now. You 


can’t raise corn. 

“Last year the ground was 
so hard I couldn’t plow it. I 
hired a man with a huge cater- 

illar tractor, paid him $18 an 
our, and he could only plow 
about four inches deep. I know 
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$18 an hour {ts a lot of money, 
and it sounds unreasonable, but 
when you think of the cost of 
feed—.” 

Sometimes Goss wonders why 
he hangs on. “I guess it’s be- 
cause I never wanted to be 
anything but a farmer,” he 
says, “and I still want to be a 
farmer.” 


Not far from Goss’s farm are 
the farms of Bernie Huff and 
Burl Huff. These brothers are 
getting by because they have 
pooled their resources. They 
share labor, equipment and 
land. And on top of that both 
take jobs and work whenever 
they can to pick up some extra 
money. Like Goss and the rest 
of the farmers, it’s been a long 
time since they had any hired 
help. They do it all themselves, 
to keep expenses at a minimum. 

Walter Schmidt, who has 420 
acres on Highway 13 between 
Springfield and Bolivar, is both 
a producer and distributor of 
milk. He has a small dairy, 
called The Daisy Dell, and 125 
cows. Schmidt is discouraged 
and so, it would seem, are the 
cows. 

“The first year,” said 
Schmidt, “it wasn’t so bad. That 
was in 1952. The second year 
we had to go buying hay, but 
the government helped us out.” 

In 1953 and 1954 Missouri's 
livestock industry was saved by 
an emergency program which 
provided 50,000 farmers with 
hay at prices averaging $20 to 
$25 a ton. The state spent $9,- 
000,000 and the Federal Gov- 
ernment contributed $1,654,000 
to pay the freight on 754,285 
tons of hay, and the railroads 
voluntarily cut freight rates 
in half. 

“With government help it 
wasn’t too bad,” Schmidt said, 
“even though we only had 
about 30 days’ pasture. In nor- 
mal times I always have about 
six months’ pasture, sometimes

Q. My husband seems to 
think he is contributing the 
entire support of the family 
and that I am merely a para- 
site, adding nothing to the 
family income. I believe you 
once published some calcula- 
tions, showing what a wife is 
worth in dollars and cents. 
Could you repeat these? 


A. You can make your own 
figures; they must be largely 
arbitrary. One industrial ex- 
ecutive figured that his wife 
cooked 1095 meals a year 
and spent 650 hours cleaning, 
312 hours doing laundry, and 
24 hours mending. He esti- 
mated the value of this con- 
servatively at $150 a week 
and said he would have had 
to pay that much to anyone 
else to do the work.

seven. I used to plant barley 
and rye for fall pasture and it 
would pretty near go through 
the winter. Last year I planted 
fall pastute and didn’t get a 
thing. I sowed alfalfa twice 
every year until last year and 
I finally gave up. I’ve wasted 
about $3000 on alfalfa seed. Not 
to mention the 170 acres it was 
wasted on. 

“You get a little moisture in 
the spring, and every year you 
think you're going to get a 


better stand. Then the dry 
weather hits and it dies over- 
night. This past year has been 
the driest ever. I'm 55 years 
old, and I went through those 
dry years back in the thirties. 
But this is the worst.”

CHMIDT is now buying hay 
S at $38 to $42 a ton. “It takes 

about two tons a day,” he 
said. “I'm spending about $80 
a day for hay.” 

If it weren't for the fact he 
has his own dairy, which makes 
up some of the loss, Schmidt 
would have been broke long 
ago, he says. As it is, it’s a 
question of how long he can 
hang on. Because even with the 
income from his dairy business, 
his books show that he is going 
in the hole about $33 every 
day. 

“And that,” he points out, 
“isn't counting depreciation on 
my equipment, and the work of 
me and my wife, and my hired 
man. We milk about 100 cows 
a day.” Schmidt pointed out 
they used to have six men on 
the farm. Now they have one, 
and he and his wife try to do 
the work of the other five. 


“A farmer doesn’t expect to 
make money all the time,” 
Schmidt says. “We take 
chances. It’s a game of chance, 
but sometimes it ceases to be 
funny. 

“How long can a man like 
me go on? Well, I’m just taking 
it out of one pocket and putting 
it in the other and losing some 
in the process. It’s just a ques- 
tion of time how long I can 
keep juggling. If it gets too 
bad, the dairy herd will just 
have to go.” 

Schmidt looked out at the 
farm lots around the dairy barn 
and his expression was bitter. 
He had spent years building up 
this herd of Guernseys, he said. 
Most of them were registered, 
and many of them were record 
producers. Or had been. 


“With 100 cows,” he said, “I 
used to figure on 350 gallons a 
day. Now I'm getting 250 gal- 
lons, Cows have to have pas- 
ture. They can’t produce milk 
on a dry feed program. They 
should be grazing right now, in- 
stead of lying around on the 
ground or standing waiting at 
the feed trough.” 
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VERY year they get some 
F spring rain in southwest Mis- 

souri, and city people who 
don’t know any better think the 
drouth is broken, But the farm- 
ers know better. According to 
County Farm Agent Clubb, it 
would take five or six years of 
normal rainfall of 40 inches a 
year to bring the land back to 
what it should be. 


Many farmers’ wells have 
gone dry, and well diggers are 
doing a good business. One 
farmer, Lon Walker, saw the 
trend a couple of years ago. 
After three years of drouth, he 
sold his cows and bought a well 
digging rig and has been doing 
well ever since. 

In view of what they are go- 
ing through, says Clubb, you 
don’t hear much crying from 
the farmers. They're taking it 
on the chin and trying to hold 
out. In fact, there is a certain 
grim humor in the situation, 
judging from a story the farm- 
ers like to tell. 

A hardware merchant, the 
story goes, got curious when the 
same dairy farmer came in week 
after week and bought several 
hammers. Finally he asked the 
farmer what was going on. 

“Oh,” said the farmer, “I'm 
selling them to farmers out in 
my neck of the woods for a 
dollar apiece.” 

“But that doesn't make sense,” 
said the hardware dealer, “be- 
cause you're paying me $1.25 
each for the hammers.” |

Back in 1842, Trinity Lutheran Church—the first Lutheran 
ehurch to be erected in St. Louls—was dedicated on the site. 
For a brief period, classes of Concordia Seminary were held in 


the adjacent parsonage. 

In 1867, the church property 
was Sold to Saxony Mills which 
had been established in St. 
Louls since 1849. The building 
was used for a rye flour mill, 
later for wheat storage and 
then as a warehouse until 1917 
when the structure was replaced 
by Saxony with an office build- 


ing, two walls of which were 
erected on the original founda- 
tions of the church. 


Other construction of the 3 


company included a three-story 
engine and boiler house and a 
six-story mill building, erected 
in 1849, and a two-story ware- 
house and a 100,000-bushel ele- 
vator, 108 feet high, built in 
1913. 

In 1949. the city paid the 
company $215,747, exclusive of 
the land, for its grain elevator 
which later was razed to make 
way for the Third Street inter- 
regional highway. 

Saxony Mills closed its flour 
mill operation in 1951 for two 
reasons . first, the com- 
pany’s remaining site was not 
large enough to permit con- 
struction of a necessary eleva- 
tor and secondly, “the cost of 
modernizing property and 
equipment would have been 
prohibitive.” Also it was de- 
termined that St. Louis no 
longer was a “flour mill town” 
—fhe number “had dwindled 
from 35 in 1900 to a mere hand- 
ful.” 

The mill was listed for sale 
but peculiarities of cen tr-- 
tion, coupled with rapid de- 
terioration through disuse, 
helped catalogue the property 
as a “dog.” August C. Becke- 
meler Realty Co., agent, said, 
“interest in the property was 
negative—sales resistance ter 
rific.” 

The Servco Equipment Co., 
which was occupying 8000 
sauare feet of floor space at 
2209 Lynch street, “visualized 
possibilities of the property” 
and in April, 1954. purchased it. 

“We were optimistic about 
the rehabilitation of the prop- 
ertv but we certainly did not 
realize the difficulties involved 
in ¢ompleting ‘the project.” 
Earl J. and Harry Gates, broth- 
ers and owners of the company, 
said. “In January, 1955, suffi- 
cient improvements had been 
completed to permit us to oc- 
cupv the property. Now we are 
ready to display the second 
phase of our project ..., but 
there is still more work to be 
done.” 

The original six-story mill 
warehouse has been cut down 
to a four-story structure.

State to Get 
New Building 
In Fulton, Mo. 


An $868,959 contract was 
awarded last week to the Swan 
Construction Co. of St. Louis 
for the erection of a new Ad- 
ministration Building at Mis- 
souri State Hospital No. 1 at 
Fulton, Mo. The new structure, 
which is scheduled to be start- 
ed within 10 days, is to replace 
the old one destroyed by fire 
last March. 

Designed and planned by the 
St. Louis firm of Marcel Boull- 
cault, architects-engineers, the 
building is to be of modern 
design, incorporating facilities 
for modern administration and 
management of hospital func- 
tions. 

The two-story and basement 
building is to be of fireproof 
eonstruction with reinforced 
concrete frame, floors and roof 
and masonry exterior walls with 
aluminum windows. Containing 
approximately 30,000 square 
feet, the building will house all 
of the administrative, educa- 
tional and business manage- 
ment offices of the institution 
and kitchen and dining room 
facilities for the staff. 

A large recreation room where 
patient visiting is to be per- 
mitted and where they may 
gather for games, television and 
other occupational therapy ac- 
tivities is included in the plan. 

A covered passage, connect- 
ing the new building to the 
existing ward buildings is a 
part of the project. 

All interior partitions are to 
be of movable metal type and 
all ceilings acoustically treated.

Calls .In Designer. 

Scruggs and Jaccard will

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T THE NEW TICKET COUNTER in New York's Pennsylvania 
Station, a woman asked for a roomette on “The St. Louisan” 
for March 3. The seller dialed some numbers and in- 

stantly a chart appeared on the screen of a television receiver 
on the counter. It showed what types of accommodations still 
were available for that train on March 3. Seeing a roomette 
was available, the seller dialed another number, and a man’s 
face appeared on the screen. The man was a space distribution 
clerk stationed back in the ticket control bureau. 

The seller at the counter asked him, through a microphone, 
for a roomette for March 3. The customer and the seller both 
saw the clerk turn, reach into a rack where coupons for each 
unit of space were stored like theater tickets. He picked out a 
roomette coupon and inserted it into an electronic facsimile trans- 
mitter. Seven seconds later, a Pullman reservation ticket popped 
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out of a receiver at the counter where the woman was waiting. 

To complete the transaction, the seller had only to make 
a fare coupon. This he also did, with automatic wizardry, by 
inserting a notched aluminum bar into a machine that quickly 
printed a ticket giving the date, destination, fare, tax and other 
needed data. e entire operation took ut two minutes, 
where formerly the Pennsylvania Railroad estimated it averaged 
eight minutes. 

The $825,000 ticket sales installation is part of the railroad’s 
aggressive bid to increase its passenger business.. Operation- 
ally, it will materially speed up almost every transaction and 
at the same time greatly diminish the percentage of errors. And 
by creating the installation in a modern, functional, open set- 
ting, where most of the operations are visible to the customer, 
the railroad has added showmanship to its merchandising.

Milk Strike Skirmishes 


Some New York Area Producers, Wanting Higher 
Prices, Resort to Violence to Halt Deliveries 
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Trying to run a picket blockade at a milk plant at Holland Patent, New York, 
farmers in truck loaded with cans of milk are drenched with kerosene thrown 
by bystanders. At some places kerosene was sprayed on milk to destroy it; 
contaminants were poured in milk storage tanks at several processing plants. 
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EMANDING HIGHER PRICES for raw milk, the 
Tri-State Master Dairy Farmers Guild called 
a strike of its 3200 members in New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania. When some 45,000 other 
dairymen in the New York metropolitan milkshed 
refused to co-operate with the guild, the stage was 
set for trouble. The strikers held back their own 
milk from market and as they tried to stop ship- 


ments of other producers, violence flared. Gunfire, 
dynamiting, fist fights and milk contamination oc- 
curred at various picket posts. More than a thou- 
sand tons of milk were dumped or otherwise de- 
stroyed, forcing some dairies to close. The strike 
lost momentum when state police moved in to pro- 
tect shipments and after a court order barred in- 
terference with milk deliveries.

ISSOURI'S prized champion trees are being 
safeguarded against lightning by protec- 
tive devices. Big Oak Tree State Park, 
which lost its 334-year-old champion bur oak 
in 1954 because of lightning damage, has had 
rods installed on three of its forest giants. As 
funds become available dimilar care is contem- 
lated for 20 other Missouri trees listed as the 
argest of their type in the nation. 

The park trees thus far protected are a 128- 
foot shellbark hickory, a 100-foot green ash and 
a 127-foot bur oak. They began life about the 
time the Pilgrims landed in 1620. e bur oak, 
with a circumference of 21 feet, contains 5500 
board feet of lumber, enough to build a small 
frame house. 

These monarchs are among nine champions 
—according to American Forestry Association's 
1956 ratings—concentrated in an 80-acre section 
of virgin timber in the park. They were given 
attention first because, towering above the forest 
canopy, they are prime targets for lightning bolts. 
Other champions in the park include a pumpkin 
ash, haw, swamp poplar, water elm, 
rusty black haw and mutabilis oak. 

Devices that protect the trees are rod-like 
metal “points” connected by copper cables that 
run down the trunks to condensers buried in the 
earth. Installing the points in the treetops was 
a risky job. en workers ran out of ladder at 
the 60 - foot level, they had to rig a bosun’s chair 
and climb perilously close to the ends of promi- 
nent branches. They considered it more danger- 
ous than working on tall buildings, where there 
are no dead limbs to betray them. When the 
three-day job—done by a St. Louis lightning pro- 
tection firm—was concluded at Big Oak, crew 
members found their own limbs lacerated from 
knees to ankles. 

The champion trees have become an in- 
creasing attraction in recent years. Last year 
Big Oak had 13,192 visitors, the first time the fig- 
ure went over the 10,000 mark. The park, named 
for the now departed bur oak, is 24 miles south 
of Charleston in Missouri's bootheel. It is mostly

Workers Jam Capitol Seeking 
Veto of Anti-Closed Shop Bill

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With the demonstration in progress outside, Governor 
Handley sits at desk during press conference in which 
he explained his refusal to veto the bill, The law, he 
said, is the “responsibility of the Legislature.” Handley, 
48 - year-old Republican, is in his first term as Governor. 


ASSAGE BY INDIANA'S Republican - controlled 
Legislature of a “right-to-work” bill touched off 
the state’s biggest labor demonstration since 

1931. By chartered busses and packed automobiles, 
some 10,000 AFL union members descended on the 
Capitol in downtown Indianapolis. They swarmed 
over the grounds, crammed the rotunda and corri- 
dors, jostled one another and shouted for Governor 
Harold W. Handley to veto the measure. 

The gathering took on alternating aspects of 
a pep rally, a jam session and a Hoosier picnic. 
On a rotunda balcony an orchestra played martial 
airs, rock ‘n’ roll music and “Back Home Again in 
Indiana” as the crowd chanted for the Governor. 
One demonstrator pounded unceasingly for more 
than two hours on a replica of the Liberty Bell on 
the lower floor. Street hawkers sold balloons and 
noisemakers. 

Governor Handley refused to appear. He con- 
ferred in his office with union leaders, told them 
he did not like but would not veto the wheasure. 
The bill, which makes it illegal to require a worker 
to belong to a union to keep his job, will become 
law in late summer without the Governor's signa- 
ture. Indiana will be the eighteenth state with an 
anti-union shop statute; four other states which had 
such laws repealed them.

The Russian from 
Madison Avenue

There are times when human relations are cruelly twisted. 
At the moment, the vast United States and vast Russia 
are far apart in ideas and ideals. The Soviet government 
has obscured from our eyes the millions of Russian people 
living their day-by-day lives behind a miasmic fog. 

Fortunately, a memorable humanizing incident once 
befell me, reminding me that, though crushed to earth, 
the humanness of nature can rise again. 

In 1939 I was in Russia shortly after Tichon, the 
Patriarch of the Greek Orthodox Church, had been ban- 
ished and was living in an abandoned monastery about 15 
miles outside Moscow. After many difficulties, I finally 
obtained permission to visit the exiled potentate. Fol- 
lowing a drive over deeply rutted roads, I suddenly came 
to the decaying old monastery, bleak upon a barren hill. 
Inside the chilly structure I was shown into a bare, white- 
washed room. Seated on wooden benches along the walls 
were eight onetime dignitaries of the church. 

Finally a door opened and a magnificent figure in cere- 
monial- white, his patriarchal beard flowing over his 
robes, walked into the room. Then he spoke in laborious, 
but clear, English: “I understand there are Americans 
present. Yes?” 

I stepped forward and Tichon came toward me with 
outstretched hands, his face lighting. “You make me 
happy,” he said. “Eight years I lived in your country.” 
Then he added the,hote of the indomitable brotherhood 
of man. 

“Tell me,” he asked, “how are my good friends, Mr. 
and Mrs. Norman Hapgood? I used to live next door to 
them on Madison Avenue.

Why is it booming—and where? Is your life in 
danger?

HE BULLET-TORN BODY of a man 
bobbed up near an Eastern city 
recently. To date, police have not 
located the killer. But, investigating. the 
victim, they have uncovered the motive: 
a war between rival mobs over who 
should control local garbage collection. 
This is one facet of crime, 1957. The 
tactic, murder, is as old as Cain. The 
target, garbage collection, is one the Pro- 
hibition-era gangster would scarcely 
have soiled his hands with. But crime’s 
new face is no less menacing to you and 
to America than the Capone laok of the 
1920s, the Dillinger look of the °30s or 
the black-marketeer look of the 1940s. 
By a skillful blending of old and new, 
criminal and respectable, crime this year 


will lift an estimated $20 to $25 billion’ 


from American wallets. Your family's 
share will be $467. It will go painlessly; 
most Americans seem only dimly aware 
of the nation’s crime problem. 
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But police are not. “Civil warfare,” 
New York’s Police Commissioner 
Stephen Kennedy brands the nation’s 
crime wave. “Alarming” is FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover's word for the situation. 

PARADE reporters have been investigat- 
ing crime coast to coast. They inter- 
viewed law-enforcement officers, in- 
spected the confidential files of the Sen- 
ate Crime Committee and other inside 
sources, dug through masses of crime 
reports and statistics, talked to under- 
world contacts and victims, visited 
prisons and reformatories. 

Briefly, here is what they learned: 

e America has been on a 10-year crime 
binge, culminating last year in a record 
2,534,000 reported crimes — one-third 
more than in 1951. 

e The wave is heading even higher this 
year. One estimate forecasts 3,000,000 
reported crimes. 

e The big cities are hardest hit, but no 


part of the country escapes. Police re- 
port crime up in rural areas and small 
towns. Above all, the new postwar sub- 
urbs are beginning to feel it. 
e Growing narcotics addiction will add 
to. the increase in other crimes. One offi- 
cial says 25 per cent of the crimes na- 
tionally are being staged by dope users. 
e Juvenile delinquency is declining 
slightly. But it is increasing in savagery. 
The number of teenagers arrested for 
major crimes — many shockingly vicious 
— keeps rising. ! 
The sources PARADE talked to are 
agreed on another point: organized 
crime in 1957 is better organized than 
ever, but it is more quiet about it. (Usu- 
ally rackets, vice, narcotics and gambling 
are controlled by mobs; holdups, bur- 
glary and larceny are not. Murder’ and 
assault are practiced by both amateurs 
and professionals.) In one Southern city, 
citizens were almost unaware of their 


vast underworld until a particularly 
brutal murder forced them to notice it. 

Capone-style notoriety went out when 
organized crime moved into what once 
were legitimate businesses. Currently, the 
Senate investigation into labor racketeer- 
ing points out one example of modern 
crime in masquerade. Likewise, organ- 
ized crime reportedly has applied muscle 
methods to the jukebox business in some 
places, clothing and real estate in others, 
even the fruit-and-vegetable business. 

At the same time, organized crime is 
keeping its stranglehold on the old gold 
mines: gambling, rackets, vice, narcotics. 
In some places, these businesses have 
become so professionalized that their 
rulers speak of “business expenses” 
(bribes and payoffs), “mergers” (mov- 
ing in on smaller mobs) and “liquida- 
tions” (self-explanatory). 


is There a Big Boss? 


PARADE’s informants doubt that one 
supreme overlord — or clique of over- 
lords —rules rackets from coast to 
coast. Their version of today’s under- 
world organizatidn is a loose confedera- 
tion of local mobs with “working agree- 
ments.” 

Enforcing these agreements — with 
blood, if necessary — is the true role of 
the much-discussed but still shadowy 
Mafia, ‘these sources feel. A secret so- 
ciety imported from Sicily, the Mafia 
also is believed to be the communications 
net between regional mobs. Police often 
pick up a mobster in, say, Chicago and 
find an address book full of nation-wide 
gang contacts. Likewise they know 4 
New York mob may call on out-of-town-

Most major com- 
munities have similar cases. Tampa, 
Fla., a moderate-sized city, currently has 
13 believed the result of mob revenge. 
Murder of late has been going up; it 
jumped 4 per cent from 1955 to 1956. 
But most murders are crimes of the mo- 
ment, and police make arrests in 92 per 
cent of cases. Of the other 8 per cent, 
the Mafia can take credit for a large 
share. Murder is its livelihood. 
Organized crime has further means of 
livelihood. Jewel thieves and hijackers 
(a long-dormant crime again on the rise) 
use special organizations to unload and 
dispose of loot. Usually these are not 
tied to the racket mobs. Recently Sen. 
Estes Kefauver was told that confidence

The Menace of Dope 


The sinister dope traffic, however, 
often is laid to the racket mobs — and 


many police consider this a worse offense 


than racket murders. “Death on the in- 
stallment plan,” Capt. Karl McCormick 
of Washington’s narcotics squad calls the 
dope habit. One major source of the or- 
ganization’s supply is Red China. 

Of all crimes, the growing use of dope 
most concerns police PARADE inter- 
viewed. Juvenile crime is alarming, but 
may be stopped by a frontal assault; the 
organized mobs ‘are predictable; even 
stickups and murder follow a pattern. 
But the dope addict knows no rules — 
nothing must stand between him and his 


Not long ago a Montgomery County, 
Md., policeman stopped a motorist for a 
traffic violation and ordered him to the 
station. The motorist’s reply was to shoot 
the policeman in the head. The killer 
turned out to be an addict headed home 
for a “fix.” 

Hooked with an $18-to-$100-a-day 
habit, the user will turn to forgery, rob- 
bery, prostitution to get money. Dope 
addicts have helped drive burglary and 
larceny cases to record highs. At the 
same time, however, robbery has been 
dropping. It fell 14 per cent in 1955, and 
another 1.1 per cent last year. 

One reason was an offensive against 
bank robbery, which had made such 
headlines previously. Alarmed by the 
trend, the FBI sponsored a series of law- 
enforcement conferences emphasizing 
this crime. Such police instruction, 
Hoover noted recently, brought an im- 
mediate and gratifying drop. ~ 

The banks still lose to the rising wave 
of embezzlement (estimated at $100 
million a year from U.S. business) but 
the embezzler is one of few lone hands 
turning a meat penny. (See Could You 
Be an Embezzler?, Pparape, July 29, 
1956.) Skilled pickpockets are a dying 
breed; although forgery still is a problem, 
the Secret Service, at least, has a high 
record of convictions; counterfeiting is 
under control. 

What satisfaction police take from 
these few bright spots is largely offset 
by a rise in murder, rape and assault, 
and the juvenile situation. Much teen- 


age crime (particularly in large cities) — 


is concentrated in auto theft and can be 
written off to joyriding and skylarking. 
But Hoover noted recently that “gang- 


= 


style ferocity” now centers mostly in 
teenagers, not adult criminals. And it 
shows no signs of abating. 

Hoover and many other police feel 
that kids who commit adult crimes 
should be handled with adult tactics, in- 
cluding publishing their names. Says the 
FBI chief, “Recent happenings shatter 
the illusion that soft-hearted mollycod- 
dling is the answer...” | 


Teen-age Killers 


He cited as “not isolated incidents” 
the confessions of a group of Michigan 
15-to-17-year-olds to 30 crimes, includ- 
ing rape and murder; the arrest of three 
teenagers in a Louisiana housebreak- 
murder; and the shooting of a teacher 
and wounding of two other persons by 
a 14-year-old Maryland schoolboy. 

Hoover's examples also show that the 
teen-age problem is not limited to big 
cities nor even to a few areas of the 
country. For that matter, the whole 
crime problem is of nation-wide con- 
cern. Preliminary figures show a jump, 
nationally, of 14.4 per cent over 1955. 

The FBI lists eight major crimes: 
murder, negligent manslaughter, rape, 
robbery, aggravated. assault, burglary, 
larceny and auto theft. There is little to 
choose between city and country. Mur- 
der and rape are up in the city, down in 
the country, but the country outdoes the 
city in assault, burglary and larceny. 

The safest place to live, crimewise, is 
a New England city between 2,500 and 
10,000 population, and the most dan- 
gerous a South Atlantic city between 
100,000 and 250,000. But Both share in 
the nation-wide trend—up 34.4 per

Statistically,. this makes the ‘50s 
America’s most lawless decade — if you 
believe statistics. One school of thought 
claims that the crime wave exists only 
on paper, meaning that there was just as 
much crime in the past — but more of it 
is reported today. 

Many police officials agree in part. 
Likewise they admit that population 
gains account for part of the rise in 
crime. But neither is a full explanation. 
Crime has been increasing three times 
as fast as population. 

Paradoxically, the reason most offered 
by policemen is prosperity. Its effects — 
more money, vast shifts in population, 
uneven financial gains, the yearning of 
some for social status and jts symbols — 
have increased tensions and made many 
persons dissatisfied, according to Police 
Chief George Otlewis of the Chicago 
Park District, president of the Police 
Chiefs’ Association. 

More leisure has given the criminally 
restless more time to get into trouble.

You can help to stem the wave of crime 
sweeping the U.S. Here’s what law- 
enforcement officers suggest: 

@ Don’t patronize your local, 
bookie. Your small bet helps to keep 
organized crime in business, even fi- 
nances racket murders.

And inflation has eroded the salaries of 
many Americans — among them, police- 
men. The inevitable result is that a good 
man is hard to find. 

Yet modern police work demands 
qualified officers. Today an applicant 
must go through intensified training be- 
fore he sets foot on a beat. 

“We don't want the man who seeks a 
badge so he can throw his weight 
around,” says Washington’s Chief Rob- 
ert Murray. “Nor the man who is job- 
hopping. But to get the caliber we want, 
we must offer more incentive.” 

More and better police is the best way 
to halt and reverse the increase in crime, 
officials agree. As proof, they point to 
Chicago, which added 2,000 men to its 
force last year, and Washington, which 
authorized police to work an extra day 
at extra pay. In both cities crime 
promptly fell off. 

Police also would like to see stiffer 
sentences for offenders. And they think 
legal loopholes which allow criminals to 
go free should be closed. But most im- 
portant is an enlightened, educated 
public.

HOLLYWOOD. 
What happens when a beautiful ac- 
tress leaves her husband for another 
man? 

In this emotion-ridden community, 
the husband frequently resorts to vio- 
lence (as in the Jeanne Crain case) or 
sues his wife for community property 
(as in the Susan Hayward case).

“People ask me,” Wilding continues, 
“why I don’t feel bitter towards Liz 
and Mike. The truth is that I am adult 
enough to reconcile myself to circum- 
stances. Elizabeth and Mike Todd did 
not start going together until we were 
separated. Todd’s conduct in this whole 
thing has been above reproach. The 
only one I reproach is myself — for 
making the kind of climate in which 
Elizabeth might find other attentions 
more attractive than my own. 

“I am not a particularly strong man.

What sort of man is Michael Wilding, 
who talks with such composure and 
honesty? As a group, actors certainly 
don’t behave this way. But Wilding is 
an unemotional, low-pressure man who 
became an actor more by accident than 
design. Born in Westcliffe-on-Sea in 
England, educated as a child in Russia, 
he originally wanted to become a com- 
mercial artist. 

“When I was 18,” he says, “I went 
to Brissels to study art. Then I got a 
job in a British film studio designing 
sets. Next thing someone hired me as a 
stand-in for Douglas Fairbanks, Jr. in 
Catherine the Great. They paid me five 
pounds, and that’s how I became an 
actor.” 

In the 1930s and ’40s Wilding devel- 
oped into one of England’s three out- 


Standing male screen attractions. (The 


other two: James Mason, Stewart 
Granger.) He met Elizabeth Taylor for 
the first time in 1948. 


“She was only 16,” he recalls, “and 
had come over to London to star with 
Robert Taylor in The Conspirators. | 
saw her in the commissary and she was 
sort of jazzing around. She had a flaw- 
less face and the most provocative fig- 
ure, and she knew it. Instead of asking 
the waitress for the salt, she'd swish 
across the whole length of the commis- 
sary floor. Naturally, I was attracted.” 


Dinner, Then Marriage 


A few years later Elizabeth turned 
up again, this time to make /van/ive. 
Wilding asked her to dinner. Thus be- 
gan the romance that in 1952 culmi- 
nated in marriage—and Wilding’s 
abandonment of a 10-year film con- 
tract. 

Today, friends feel Wilding made a 
major mistake in leaving England. Al- 
though MGM signed’‘him to a contract. 
he was regarded not as a star in his 
own right but as “Liz Taylor’s hus- 
band.” He also was cast in a series of 
very bad pictures.

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“Whereas he had been a big shot in 
England,” one of his intimates told me, 
“and Elizabeth had hung on his every 
word, in America he deteriorated into 
a small fish in a very large lake. Disen- 
chantment gradually set in. As Eliza- 
beth grew older she no longer turned 
to Michael for advice. He seemed un- 
able to advise himself. The crowning 
blow came when he took the role of 
Pharaoh in that lemon, The Egyptian. 
Soon the studio dropped him.” 

Eventually Wilding found himself 
reduced to acting in television plays — 
and nursing his young wife through 
various illnesses.

TUNA TREATS

HOMEWORK TIPS: Worked out with the 
cooperation of Dr. Phyllis Martin of 
Pennsylvania College for Women, these 
tips to make your studies easier should 
help you get better marks — and give 
you more time for fun. 

e Relax before starting to study. Ex- 
ercise in the fresh air is best, but don’t 
get all tired out. 

e Get out everything you'll need — 
books, pencils, pen, paper, dictionary, 
ruler, compass, etc. 

e Write out a work schedule. Check it 
as you work, doing the hard subjects 
first, the easier ones last. 

e Sit up straight at a desk or table; 
you'll be less likely to daydream. 

@ Study in a quiet, ‘well-lighted, slightly 
cool room. 

e In doing reference work, take accu- 


rate notes. Jot down the name of the 
book, page numbers, word-for-word 
quotes. File the information on 3”-x-5” 
index cards. 

e If you have a lot of work to do (say 
more than a good solid hour’s worth), 


do some after school, the rest after - 


dinner. 

e If you get really bogged down, get 
up and move around or poke your héad 
out of the window. For extra energy, 
munch candy or drink fruit juice. 


e® To memorize something: Learn it 
perfectly just before going to bed. Re- 
peat it first thing in the morning. This 
is a magic formula that often makes 
things stick. 

@ Take good notes in class, and write 
clearly.

FARGO, N. D. 
The photos on these pages show something new on 
the windswept plains of the northern Midwest: a 
stopover where a trucker can park his rig with space 
to spare, climb down out of his cab and feel at 
home. In the past, truckers generally had to put up 
with catch-as-catch-can accommodations — tour- 
ists pre-empted the motels, and there were few 
places you could park a 20-ton tractor-trailer. 
Truckers, in fact, had come to be known as “or- 
phans of the road.” 

But “Fargo One-Stop,” about 4 miles west of 
here on U.S. Highway 10, has changed all that. 
Here, at a motel specifically operated for their con- 
venience, truckers can: 

e Park in ample space designed for trucks. 

e Refuel, have engine and tires checked. 

e Receive messages and word on possible cargoes 
for a return trip. 

e Get free living accommodations (bed, blanket 
and pillow, showers), plus use of a “bull room” 
where they can talk shop with other truckers. 


Even Beds for Big Guys 


The One-Stop is managed by young Jerry Heisler, 
who knows the needs of the men who highball the 
tractor-trailers and “bull haulers” (livestock 
trucks). He provides a 24-hour wrecker-repair unit, 
fast tire-recapping service and mechanics who know 
how to repair both diesel and gasoline engines. 

Heisler bears down on personal service. For ex- 
ample, when he adds six beds to the 16 he now has, 
he'll include two seven-footers “for the big guys.” 
Again, he recently broke the news to a long-haul 
driver that he had become the father of a 6-Ib. boy. 
The driver’s wife, knowing he would stop at Fargo, 
had asked the hospital to call One-Stop. “The 
driver,” Heisler recalls, “didn’t have any cigars at 
the time, but he stopped in with smokes for the 
boys on the way back.” 

The one-stop idea is spreading. On highway 
points in Utah, Virginia, Texas and New Jersey, 
trucking associations report, this new kind of serv- 
ice is being provided. The nation’s 6 million truckers 
can thank Fargo for helping to show the way. &
